\dmiral P. F. Harrington will present to 
-the battleship three portraits—those of 
Commodores Jones and McDonough and 
Admiral’ Du Pont—while Hon. W. H. 
Heald will present a set of flags and 
colors. All of these gifts will be received 
by Captain C. A. Gove, of the U. S. S. 
Delaware. 

The presidents of the societies presenting 
the portraits will probably make short ad- 
dresses. Altegether, this will be a red- 
letter day, both to the battleship Delaware 
and to the State, as more than usual in- 
tercst has been taken in the gifts made by 
Delaware’s patriotic citizens.

at the corners, from which burst Dela- 
ware fruits, while above, the American 
eagle forms the crowing feature of the de- 
sign. 

A beautiful centerpiece with four can- 
delabra and four receptacles for fruit, 
springing from the centerpiece in the form 
of cornucopias, forms one of the most im- 
pressive pieces of the set. Here again the 
great seal of the State is displayed, and 
the main part of the bowl is supported by 
dolphins at the corners, Associated in the 
decoration is the oak, fern and the fruits 
of Delaware. 

Of the lesser pieces shown little need be 
said; they speak for themselves and carry 
out the main features of the more impor- 
tant pieces. They consist of pitcher and 
tray, service plates, dessert plates, dishes, 
tea set, black coffee set, and tea and coffee 
urns. 

This service is undoubtedly the best and 
most artistic one that has ever been pre- 
sented to any battleship by any State. It 
is made of sterling silver, and cost approxi- 
imately $10,000, of which $1,000 was ap- 
propriated by the State, and the balance 
subscribed by the citizens of the State. 

The designer of the service was Wm. C.

How to Distinguish the Scientific Ruby 
from the Genuine Gem. 





7 O distinguish a melted or scientific ruby 

from a genuine gem the best method 
is to use the microscope; but as a micro- 
scope is frequently not at hand, we will 
mention a few points which should be of 
great aid to the jeweler in noting the char- 
acteristics of the scientific product with the 
naked eye. 

Both the melted and genuine rubies gen- 
erally have hollow enclosures within them. 
In the genuine ruby the enclosures are 
angular, since they are bounded by the 
level of the crystal, and therefore they 
qualify the whole structure of the stone. 
In the “melted” ruby, on the other hand, 
small round bubbles can be noticed pre- 
cisely similar to those in any melted object 
or paste. These can be seen very clearly 
with the aid of a good loupe or magnifying 
glass. 

Another important means of identification 
lies in the color or sets and the way it is 
dispersed. In genuine rubies the color is 
equally divided throughout the stones, but 
in the inferior stones the color is con- 
centrated in one place, and by reflection 
the tint is disseminated throughout the 
stone. An examination of the stone from 
one side shows the same part to be whiter 
than others, while the color is sprinkled 
in a flame-like manner. And this again is 
due to crystalline structure of the stone. 

A careful examination of the melted 
ruby discloses very fine circles or spiral- 
shaped lines. These are produced by stir- 
ring the melted pigments or masses with a 
platinum wire. This is done in order to 
procure proper internal distribution. From 
the process they are sometimes termed 
“stirred rubies.” EMmIL FREUND.

DIAMONDS 
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Methods of Decorating Silverware. 

















MONG the more important methods of 
decorating silverware and jewelry in 
addition to enameling may be mentioned 
engraving and carving, damascening and 
inlay, niello work and chasing and emboss- 
ing. Of these processes engraving is prob- 
ably the oldest and, in a way, the most 
important, as some of the other processes 
mentioned, such as damascening and niello 
work, require a knowledge of engraving in 
their execution. 

Engraving on metal, following, as it does, 
the same principle as engraving on stone, 
can be traced back to very early times, and 
from the period when primitive man first 
essayed to inscribe his implements with the 
jagged edge of a flint we can trace the 
unbroken history of this principle right 
down to our own times. Owing to the 
scarcity of very early examples of metal 
work, it is difficult to trace the develop- 
ment of engraving in pre-Christian times, 
but an examination of the collections of 
bronze domestic implements as well as jew- 
elry, shows that the practice was a com- 
mon one all over Europe and Britain in 
the Celtic period. Many of the brooches, 
dating from the fourth century B. C., and 
onwards, bear distinct traces of eastern and 
classical inspiration; a debased form of 
palmette, so typical of classical work, being 
often in evidence. Some of these brooches 
are decorated, in addition to ordinary en- 
graving (that is, incised ornamentation by 
means of a chisel-like tool), with chiseled 
out cavities filled in with coral and other 
stones. In this primitive method of inlay- 
ing we have the first evidence of a process 
which gradually developed into that gorg- 
eous and intricate art of damascening and 
inlay for which Oriental work of the Mid- 
dle Ages is so justly famous. 

Damascening and niello work are the 
natural development of the technique prac- 
tised in the primitive engraving of the Cel- 
tic period, the principle of the work being 
that of cutting out spaces or cavities on a 
large surface of metal and filling them in 
with another material. By damascening is 
generally understood iron inlaid with gold, 
while niello is a compound consisting of 
silver, lead, and copper to which sulphur 
and borax are added; fusible at a low tem- 
perature and applied to the metal surface 
to be decorated in a similar way to enamel. 
Which of the two processes is the earlier 
it is difficult to say, the probabilities being 
in favor of niello, which was already known 
to the Romans, who used it extensively in 
the decoration of their silverware, several 
fine examples of which may be seen in the 
Gold Ornament Room of the British mu- 
seum. 

From the time of the Romans until the 
present day the process has an unbroken 
history, and examples from almost every 
century are still in existence. Thus, in the 
British Museum alone, we have a piece of 
Byzantine plate of the sixth century con- 
sisting of a large silver plate with a niel- 
loed cross surrounded by a decorative bor- 
der worked in the same process. Then, 
coming to a later period, we have a fine 





example in the crozier made by Frere 

Hugo in the 13th century. Several brooches 
and rings of the 15th century, decorated in 
the same manner, may also be seen in the 
Gold Ornament Room, while South Ken- 
sington Museum has also several fine ex- 
amples of the same period. 

It may be mentioned that although this 
process was practised in the Middle Ages 
throughout Europe and Great Britain, it 
was particularly popular in Italy, where, it 
should be remembered, the process prob- 
ably originated. Coming nearer our own 
times the process degenerated somewhat 
owing to the use of softer and less durable 
materials instead of the genuine niello. 
Fine as this process undoubtedly is, it will 
be readily conceded that the method of in- 
lay (or the enrichment of bronze objects 
with silver) well as damascening is 
preferable, both on account of its richer 
effect as well as greater durability. 

Damascening and inlay originated further 
east than the niello process, and is, in fact, 
typically Oriental. The best work in this 
style was probably done between the 12th 
and Ifth centuries; at first in the region be- 
tween India and Egypt, but then gradually 
spreading to the Byzantine Empire, and 
eventually into Italy, where it rapidly de- 
veloped and much fine work was done. AI- 
though the process of damascening is now 
being revived somewhat in England and on 
the Continent, it does not seem to have 
been used to any extent in countries north 
of Italy from the Middle Ages down to 
our own time. 

The earliest European examples of dam- 
ascening still in existence are some Byzan- 
tine church doors in bronze, -damascened 
with silver, of the 11th century. Damas- 
cening was introduced into Italy in the 
15th century by Mohammedan artists, and 
it should be mentioned that the term 
“damascene” is derived from the Moham- 
medan city of Damascus, which was a great 
center for the work. With the decline in 
the use of armor the art of damascening 
became practically nonexistent in Europe, 
but in the east the work has gone on un- 
interruptedly until the! present day. We 
may wonder at the lack of appreciation 
shown among Westera people for one of 
the most beautiful processes in the decora- 
tion of metal work, but it should be re- 
membered that it is a very costly process, 
requiring great skill and much time, which, 
under modern commercial conditions makes 
it almost impossible to practise to any ex- 
tent. 

When one considers these various proc- 
esses—that is, engraving, niello, damascen- 
ing and inlay—as means of decorating 
larger metal objects, it will be at once evi- 
dent that they must have considerable bear- 
ing on the design of the object to be carried 
out, whether it be in silver, bronze, iron or 
any other metal. One great point in favor 
of all these processes is that they in no 
way interfere with the general lines or 
contour of the object to be decorated. This 
unfortunately is not always the case with 
very high relief embossing, which very 


as 
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often completely spoils the shape of the 
whole object. A good example of this are 
the lobed cups which came into vogue dur- 
ing the 15th century. At first, when the 
lobes were not very high in relief and fol- 
lowed, so to speak, the main shapes, they 
proved fine, effective means of decoration, 
especially when the large plain surface of 
the lobes was contrasted with some deli- 
cately worked ornamentation in the spaces 
between these. Toward the end of the 17th 
and middle of the 1&th centuries, however, 
the lobes became bolder and more contort- 
ed, and in the end completely disfigured 
and spoiled the main lines of the cups they 
were intended to decorate—in fact, the 
decoration became the most important, in- 
stead of an auxiliary, feature, only in- 
tended to enrich and emphasize the main 
shapes. 

The Greeks, and to a lesser extent the 
Romans, fully recognized the point that or- 
nament should be a subsidiary feature, only 
intended for enriching purposes; and it is 
particularly apparent that whatever proc- 
ess they used in the decoration of their 
wrought plate, no extreme projections 
which in any way interfered with the main 
lines of the object were used. 

When relief work—that is, embossing— 
was used as a means of decoration, the or- 
nament went with the shape, so to speak, an 
important feature which is also very notice- 
able in early Gothic work. From this it 
will pe seen that, as a general rule, high 
relief decoration on cups, bowls and cas- 
kets is not advisable, both from the point 
of good taste and practicability. 

Even when figures in the round were 
used in the Middle Ages, it was invariably 
the custom to place them in recesses or 
niches, in order not to have projections 
which interfered with the general lines of 
the work. 

Another point which is invariably pressed 
home when examining historic work of the 
past decades is, that the more decoration 
is decided on, the simpler and more digni- 
fied should the main lines of the object be. 
This remark applies with equal force when 
using enamel to a large extent as decora- 
tion, a good case in point being the gold 
cup in the Gold Room of the British Mu- 
seum, which, although very simple in out- 
line, is yet extremely rich in general effect, 
owing to the combination of sumptuous 
enameling and otherwise plain shapes. 

When using niello and damascening as 

means of decoration, the foregoing remarks 
apply equally well, it being most essential 
that the main shapes should be kept as sim- 
ple as possible, in order to make the deco- 
ration effective. Although with these proc- 
esses there is no danger of interfering with 
or spoiling the general contour of the ob- 
ject to be decorated, as with high relief em- 
bossing, it is yet essential for the work to 
be carefully thought out if it is to be effec- 
tive, as these methods have difficulties pe- 
culiarly their own. 

The chief point to remember in this con- 
nection is to prevent a spotted and strag- 
gly appearance when finished. The vacious 
units of the design to be inlaid should be 
of quite a primitive nature and arranged 
in well-thought-out bands, panels or gen- 
eral masses. W. S.

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Recent Decisions on Jewelry and Kin- 
dred Lines by the United States 
General Appraisers. 

A number of decisions have been 
handed down in the past week by the 
Board of United States General Apprais- 
ers, New York, involving the duty ap- 
plicable to jewelry and kindred lines which 
are of general interest to the trade. Among 
these are the following cases: 

On the protest of Snow’s United States 
Sample Express Co. claiming a duty of 45 
per cent. under Par. 159 or 199 of the act 
of 1909 on hat pins with tops of metal set 
with small imitation diamonds composed 
of paste, the Board ruled that the imita- 
tion diamonds are of no more value than 
the paste imitation jet which composes the 
central setting. The protest was over- 
ruled and duty at the equivalent ad valorem 
rate of 85 per cent. under Par. 448 of the 
tariff act of 1909 affirmed as assessed by 
the collector. 

The protest of Albert Lorsch & Co. 
against an assessment of a 50 per cent. ad 
valorem duty on agate in the form of scale 
bearings was overruled. The goods were 
held dutiable under Par. 115 of the tariff 
act of 1897. 

The same firm entered protests on the 
assessment of duty on cameos composed 
of coral, of onyx, and of shell and the 
claim that these goods were dutiable at 10 
per cent. under Par. 435 of the act of 1897 
was sustained. Precious stones drilled 
through, which were assessed by the col- 
lector as “beads,” were held to be dutiable 
at 10 per cent. under Par. 435, as claimed 
by the concern. 

Another protest made by Albert Lorsch 
& Co. regarding a duty of 45 per cent. 
under Par. 112 of the act of 1897 on so- 
called goldstones was overruled. 

The protests of Soy, Kee & Co. regard- 
ing the duty assessed on bracelets com- 
posed of glass, colored for ornamental 
purposes and on articles of personal adorn- 
ment composed of silver were overruled 
and the collector’s decision in assessing 60 
per cent. ad valorem duty in both cases 
under Par. 100 or 434 of the tariff act of 
1897 was affirmed. 

Merchandise consisting of hat pins, 
buckles, cabochons and other similar arti- 
cles composed in chief value of paste and 
imitation jet, and hat pins and other ariti- 
cles all commonly known as jewelry were 
the subject of a protest entered by Gage 
Bros. & Co., Chicago. The Board sus- 
tained the claim in the protests that all of 
the merchandise returned by the appraiser 
in his advisory classification, as articles of 
glass cut and charged with duty at 60 per 
cent. ad valorem under Par. 98, is dutiable 
at 45 per cent. ad valorem under Par. 109 
of the tariff act of 1909. The collector’s 
decision regarding the articles commonly 
known as jewelry was affirmed. 

Theo. Schisgall protested against the duty 
levied on gun metal cigar cases, claiming 
that they are “smokers’ articles’ dutiable 
at 60 per cent. under Par. 475 and not at 85 
per cent. as returned by the collector. The 
protest was allowed. 

Glass bracelets colored in imitation of 
jet and wind bells imported by A. L. Tus- 
ka, Son & Co., were assessed with a duty 
of 60 per cent. under Par. 100 of the tariff 
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act of 1897. The importers claimed the 
bracelets should be dutiable as toys and the 
wind bells either as toys or as musical in- 
struments. Following repeated decisions 
of the Board, it was held that the articles 
are neither toys nor musical instruments 
and the protests were overruled. 

The claim of Cohen & Rosenbergér that 
imitation pearls exceeding one inch in di- 
mensions and intended for use as hat pin 
tops should be dutiable at 25 per cent. un- 
der Par. 448 of the act of 1897 was sus- 
tained. The Board found that the mer- 
chandise was composed in chief value of 
wax. Imitation pearl beads strung on cot- 
ton cord were imported by the same con- 
cern and assessed by the collector as duti- 
able at 45 per cent. When the Board took 
up the protest of the importers it held that 
the imitation pearls are less than half filled 
with wax and that glass is the component 
material of chief value in their composi- 
tion. The collector’s decision was affirmed 
and the protest asking for a duty of 25. per 
cent. under Par. 448 was overruled. 

Cigar and cigarette cases, no matter of 
what material composed, are dutiable at 
the rate of 60 per cent. ad valorem under 
Par. 475 of the Tariff Act. of 1909 as 
smokers’ articles, according to a decision 
which resulted from the protest of J. B. 
Wilber against the assessment of duty on 
certain cigarette cases at the port of Chi- 
cago. General Appraiser Sharretts wrote 
the decision for the Board. 

The merchandise involved consisted of 
cigarette cases composed of gun metal, 
upon which a duty was assessed by the 
collector at the equivalent ad valorem rate 
of 85 per cent. under Par. 448 of the Tariff 
Act of 1909. The importer claimed that the 
articles were dutiable at 60 per cent. ad 
valorem under Par. 475. 

In his decision General Appraiser Shar- 
retts held that the articles designed to be 
worn on apparel or carried on or about the 
person, provided for by name or by impli- 
cation in Par. 448 and therein made dutiable 
at the rate of 85 per cent. ad valorem, are 
limited to such articles as are designed and 
intended for use on or about the person 
for purposes of adornment, partaking of 
the nature of jewelry, and the paragraph is 
not to be so constructed as to include every 
article made of the specified metals that is 
carried on the person. Articles that are 
merely carried in the pocket because of 
their utility and convenience and are never 
employed for purposes of personal adorn- 
ment do not by reason of ornamentation 
lose their distinctive characteristics of use- 
fulness, and the mere fact that such articles 
may be composed wholly of in chief value 
German silver, white metal, brass or gun 
metal is of itself insufficient to enforce 
their classification under Par. 448, accord- 
ing to Appraiser Sharretts’ decision.

New School Year—Jewelry De- 
partment Enlarged. 
ProvipeNce, R. I., Sept. 30—The Rhode 
Island School of Design enters upon a new 
school year with the scope of several of 
its departments much broadened and with 
a larger number of students than ever be- 
fore. Among the departments wherein 
improvements have been made is that in 
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will 
have as its head Augustus F. Rose, who 
ranks high among metal workers and de- 
signers of art metal work of this country. 
Mr. Rose was graduated from the Massa- 
chusetts Normal Art School in 1896 and

School, four years director of the Rhode 
Island School of Design Summer School 
and one year at the Bradley Polytechnic 
Institute Summer School. 





Employe of Pittsburg Jewelry House 
Sentenced to Eighteen Months in 
the Workhouse on Larceny 
Charge. 

PittsBurG, Pa., Sept. 29.—Thomas Grin- 
nell, formerly employed as a clerk and 
collector by the M. J. Smit Co., 212 Fifth 
Ave., was yesterday sentenced-to serve 18 
months in the Allegheny County Work- 
house on two charges of larceny and five 
charges of embezzlement. Judge John A. 
Evans, who sentenced the prisoner, told 
him that he could give him 21 years to 
the Western Penitentiary, but that he 
would sentence him on but one of the 
seven indictments and allow the other sen- 
tences to run concurrent. 

Grinnell stole money and goods to the 
value of $1,200, by his own admission, and 
pawned most of the goods with Pittsburg 
pawnbrokers. He did not take much 
money, and most of the stolen property has 
been recovered. He disposed of the loot 
under various names. Grinnell, who had 
been employed at the Smit store for 13 
months, pleaded guilty to the charges against 
him and then made a bold attempt to be 
set free on parole under the new Parole 
Act passed at the last session of the State 
Legislature by telling a story of hard luck. 
He said that during his employment with 
the Smit house that he lost his eyesight 
and had become very ill. In his poverished 
circumstances he appropriated some money 
which he collected, and removed from the 
store goods at various times, which he 
pawned to get money to pay some of his 
bills. He, however, admitted to the court 
that he had been drinking, and Judge Evans 
did not believe that drunkenness was an 
excuse for committing a crime. 

Attention has been called several times 
recently to the number of thefts which 
have taken place in jewelry establishments 
in Pittsburg and also to the fact that most 
of the stuff stolen has been pawned, to get 
ready money. The punishment of Grinnell 
is therefore a warning to these offenders.

MEMORANDUM ORDERS SOLICITED 
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Death of Herman Lucke. 


Worcester, Mass., Sept. 28.—TIn_ the 
death of Herman Lucke, Monday, briefly 
noted in the last issue of the JEWELERS’ 
CrrcULAR-WEEKLY, Worcester loses one of 
its oldest and most prominent business men. 
Mr. Lucke, who was 67 years of age, had 
been in business continuously in this city 
for a period of 40 years. Although Mr. 
Lucke had been in poor health for several 
years his death was more or less unexpect- 
ed, as he had been at his store nearly every 
day. Friday, Sept. 23, he suffered an at- 
tack of acute gastritis and was removed to 
his home. The following day he had re- 
covered sufficiently to again be about, but 
on Sunday morning he was ill again. While 
his wife, Mrs. Eva Lucke, was at the tele- 
phone summoning a physician, Mr. Lucke 
expired, 

Mr. Lucke was born in Wendorf, Prus- 
sia, Jan. 8, 1843. He received his early 
education at Magdeburg, and there learned 
the watchmaking trade. For several years 
he traveled through Germany, Belgium 
and Austria, and was employed by various 
watchmakers until, in the year 1867, he 
emigrated to America. Entering the em- 
ploy of the Waltham Watch Co., he re- 
mained there for some time, later going to 
the New York Watch Co., in Springfield, 
O., which firm later became the Hampden 
Watch Co. 

About 1870 Mr. Lucke came to Worces- 
ter and entered into partnership, conduct- 
ing a jewelry business at 74 Front St. The 
name of this firm was Lucke & Brunner. 
In 1874 this partnership was dissolved and 
Mr. Lucke established the present business 
at 281 Main St., which he has conducted 
for 51 years. 

The deceased was prominent in frater- 
nal circles, was a member of the Gesang 
Verein Frohsinn, the Worcester Socialer 
Turn Verein and of Einigkeit Lodge, D. 
O. H., of which he was one of the oldest 
members. 


In 1868 Mr. Lucke married Miss Eva 
Rosina Brunner, who survives him. He 
also leaves two sons and a daughter. The 


interment was in Hope Cemetery. 





Death of Harry J. Axt. 


Harry J. Axt, who was a salesman for 
S Sternau & Co., metalware manufactur- 
ers at 195 Plymouth St. Brooklyn, with 
offices at 305 Broadway,- Manhattan, died 
at his late residence, 525 Clifton Ave., 
Newark, N. J., Tuesday of last week after 
an illness of several months. The funeral 
was held Saturday, with interment in the 
Cemetery of the Holy Sepulchre, in New- 
ark. Death was due to an affectation of 
the heart. 

Mr. Axt was born in Newark, 31 years 
ago, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Jacob Axt, 
and was educated in the local grammar 
and high schools, was a graduate of St. 
Benedict’s College. He entered the em- 
ploy of S. Sternau & Co. as a salesman 
and had sold the line in Baltimore, Wash- 
ington, D. C., Philadelphia, and New York 
for 12 years. He was highly regarded by 
his associates ‘in business as well as by his 
friends and customers. 

Mr. Axt was married to Miss Lillian 
Mullin, seven years ago. He was a director 
of the Oriental Building & Loan Associa- 





tion, and of the Columbia Building & Loan 
Association, besides hoiding offices in the 
North End Club and the Olive Branch 
Council of the Knights of Columbus. 

Deceased is survived by his widow, two 
children, his parents, three brothers and 
three sisters. 








D-ath of Emanuel Cohn. 


The funeral of Emanuel Cohn, senior 
member of the firm of Cohn & Rosen- 
berger, wholesale jewelers and notion deal- 
ers, 536 Broadway, New York, was held 
Wednesday of last week from his late 
home, 351 St. Nicholas Ave., New York, 
where he died on Monday of last week 
after an illness of some duration of a com- 
plication of diseases. Interment was in 
Mount Hope Cemetery. 

Mr. Cohn began feeling badly about a 
year ago and gradually gave up his business 
activities. He went abroad in the hope 
of regaining his health, but was unable to 
recuperate. 

Deceased was born 52 years ago and 
first started in the jewelry business in 1876 
as a traveling salesman for Newwitter & 
Rosenheim. He was later connected with 
Hieilbronner, Brandt & Stern for about a 
year and a half, and then went into bust- 
ness for himself under the firm style of 
Stern, Cohn & Co. about Jan. 1, 1898. 
In January, 1899, Mr. Stern withdrew and 
Mr. Corn admitted Nathan Cohn, when the 
style of E. Cohn & Co. was assumed. On 
Jan. 1, 1901, Carl Rosenberger was ad- 
mitted a partner without change of style, 
he having been for six or eight years a 
salesman with Fishel, Nessler & Co. Na- 
than Cohn withdrew Jan. 1, 1903, and the 
business has been continued since that time 
under the firm style of Cohn & Rosen- 
berger. Mr. Cohn withdrew from_ the 
firm Jan. 1, 1910, and the business has since 
been continued under the same style. 

Mr. Cohn was a member of Empire City 
Lodge, F. and A. M., and was known in 
the trade in this city and in other parts 
of the country. 

He is survived by a widow, a mother, 
four brothers and two sisters. 





Boy Accidentally Killed by Uniontown, 
Pa., Jeweler’s Automobile at 
Waynesburg. 

PitrspurG, Pa., Sept. 30—Wallace Miller, 
a prominent jeweler of Uniontown, Pa., 
while driving his automobile through the 
streets of Waynesburg, Pa. a few days 
ago, ran down James Munnell, a 5-year- 
old boy, who was so badly injuréd that he 
died two hours later. It was a sad acci- 
dent, but no blame is attached to Mr. 
Miller, who is almost distracted over the 
affair. 

Mr. Miller was trying out the car with 
the intention of buying it, and the little 
boy, who was riding along Main St. on a 
bicycle and had turned out into the street, 
attempted to pass between the auto and 
a buggy, rode directly in front of the car, 
which was not moving at a very rapid rate. 
Mr. Miller at once threw on the brakes and 
stopped the car as soon as possible, but 
the boy and his bicycle were dragged for 
some distance. 

Several persons who witnessed the acci- 
dent at once rushed to the scene, and with 
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Mr. Miller did everything that could be 
done to save the little fellow’s life, even 
bringing a specialist from Pittsburg to at- 
tend him, but the lad died before the doc- 
tor arrived. 

Mr. Miller has not as yet recovered from 
the shock caused by the accident. 


Providence Creditors of Warren S. 
Barker, Fall River, Mass., Favor 
Settlement at 20 Per Cent. 

» ID Tre » 4 ¢ rare 
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S are interested in the 
affairs of Warren S. Barker, who con- 
ducted business as the Foster Co. on Bed- 
ford St., Fall River, Mass. A meeting of 
the creditors was held at the store Tuesday, 
when an offer of 20 per cent. was made, 
to which will be added such equity as 
there may be on goods given as security. 

The creditors present and represented 
favored acceptance of the offer, but con- 
clusive action cannot be taken until all 
of the creditors have had an opportunity 
to express their desires relative to it. The 
total of liabilities is about $82,000, accord- 
ing to the report of the assignees. The 
latter express the belief that Mr. Barker’s 
offer will be accepted and that he will 
resume business as the Foster Co. At 
present the business is being conducted by 
the assignees for the benefit of the cred- 
itors. 

There are about 150 creditors in all, al- 
though the claims of a great number of 
these are not more than a few dollars 
each. There are, however, three large 
claims, one of $25,000, secured, and two 
each of $10,000. These are for money 
loaned. There remain about $37,000 in 
unsecured claims, distributed among the 
other claimants. These are chiefly for 
merchandise. 

The assignees are Robert A. B. Cook, of 
Phipps, Durkin & Cook, attorneys, Boston, 
and Lawrence F. Percival, of D. C. Per- 
cival & Co., jobbing jewelers, Boston. 
Mr. Barker made his assignment to the 
Percivals. Mr. Cook presided at the cred- 
itors’ meeting Tuesday. There were about 
a dozen persons present, most of whom 
were attorneys, each representing a num- 
ber of claimants... Over a half of the cred- 
itors and a considerable majority of the 
total of claims were represented. 

The claim of $25,000 above referred to 
is secured by diamonds. valued at $43,000, 
and the equity in these diamonds after the 
loans of $25,000 are paid, is to be added to 
the 20 per cent. offered the general unse- 
cured creditors. The Metacomet National 
Bank holds a note of $10,000, and Mrs. 
Robert K. Remington holds another for a 
similar amount. 


The inventory showed, according to the 
report of the assignees: Jewelry, dia- 
monds, silverware and cut glass, valued at 


$15,034.50; hardware and sporting goods, 
valued at $3,737.19; book accounts, $1,500, 
and goods valued at $1,500 as pledges. 
The figures given as the value of goods in 
stock represent the cost prices.

It being the turn of a Baltimorean to be 
remembered, Mr. Hutterly, with a few fit- 
ting remarks pinned on J. J. Bartholomee 
a souvenir in the shape of three “golden” 
bats, a ball and diamond centerpiece.

next year to the national convention. 

Mr. Rosenthal, of New York, spoke on 
how to get the best of an unruly com- 
petitor, and Mr. Schwartz asked that con- 
certed action be taken against the peddlers, 
whenever found, with a view to their elim- 
ination. 

The cry went up for a speech from Sec- 
retary Duehring and all were very much 
disappointed when he called attention to 
the time. He spoke regarding the “dead- 
beat” and “poor pay” customers. He sug- 
gested that they give immediate attention 
that they may receive as much more pro- 
tection as possible. 

Upon conclusion of the speeches, the 
members boarded the large interurban car 
waiting to take them to the final event of 
the evening. 

En route to Washington the members 
were treated to some rare gems by an im- 
promptu glee club, of which Messrs. Baer, 
Selinger and Sanford were the leading 
howlers. The latter’s solo was highly ap- 
preciated and altogether the return trip 
was very pleasant. 

Upon arrival in Washington they pro- 
ceeded to the Rathskellar, 8th and E Sts., 
N. W., where five bowling alleys had been 
reserved for them and Washington pro- 
ceeded to let its spite out on the visitors 
by beating them by a score of 487-434. In 
the individual contests “Tommy” Sanford 
won and he was presented with a suitable 
prize. Of the ladies Mrs. Smith was 
champion and strikes and spares were not 
missing from her score sheet.

The heavy windstorm which struck 
Philadelphia Sunday played its pranks to 
an alarming degree, especially in the vicin- 
ity of Broad and Walnut Sts., which sec- 
tion seemed to strike its fancy most.

Retail Merchants’ Association of the 

Chamber of Commerce Formed at 

Washington, D. C. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—The Retail Mer- 
chants’ Association of the Chamber of 
Commerce has just been formed. Discon- 
tent as regards the existing conditions of 
the retail business in general, caused cer- 
tain of the merchants to get together and 
formulate plans for an association which 
would better not only their own interests, 
but that of their fellows. Constant in- 
roads on their profits caused by contribu- 
tions to questionable charities, advertising 
in dance, field day and amateur theatrical 
programmes, etc., and again by 
goods through non-payments by customers. 
These are some of the features which have 
hit hard every class and line of trade in 
this city. 

At the meeting Monday evening the 
members were addressed by W. A. Clarke, 
Jr., secretary of the Retail Merchants’ As- 
sociations of Richmond and of the State 
of Virginia. He gave a very interesting 
account of the manner in which his 
sociations overcame these many difficulties 
and he was followed by other speakers 
whose ideas were along these same lines. 

With the formation of the Retail Mer- 
chants’ Association of the District of Co- 
lumbia will come a credit system whereby 
all members will be able to ascertain 
promptly whether a customer should be 
allowed to open an account. 

Another protection will be the strict ad- 
herence to the rule prohibiting advertising 
in other than daily newspapers, street cars, 
telephone and city directories, bill boards 
and mail matter declared by the post office 
authorities as entitled to second class postal 
rates. 

“Cut-throat” competition will be stopped 
and the matter of early closing at uniform 
times will receive attention. Fixed prices 
and the adherence thereto will prove a 
good line for much earnest thought. 

The association will be subdivided into 
sections representing the various classes of 
retail trades which will enable each branch 
to get together under a competent chair- 
man and talk over matters and conditions 
of interest to their own lines only. 

In the association proper the interests of 
the jewelers will be well represented by 
A. D. Prince, of R. Harris & Co., and the 
optometrists will find a good worker in 
M. A. Leese. A number of other jewelers, 
including A. O. Hutterly, John Hansen and 
Charles Goldsmith, are among the incor- 
porators. The working of the association 
will in no way interfere with other in- 
dividual merchants’ associations already 
formed, but will prove of great aid to 
thém.

AMERICAN PEARL POINTERS 


RESH water pearls are found in the rivers of the United States, especially the Mississippi and Ohio and their tribu- 


taries. They are found chiefly in the “mucket,” “washboard” and “nigger-head” mussels. A good many pearls are 


found in lakes and bayous, but are of poor quality and have a tendency to fade—an occasional good one is found 
in these waters, but not often 
The most desirable shapes of pearls 
ket value run in size from a turkey shot up 


are round or ball, button or half-round, egg, capsule or ellipse, and to have a mar- 
and no matter what the shape may be, they must be symmetrical, but the most 
important point is that of quality and luster. Dimples, sand grooves, lumps, dead bands, off colors or faded and lusterless 
skins detract very much from the value of the pearl. Odd shapes, no matter how fine the quality or brilliant they may be, are 
of little value. “Slugs,” “rosebuds,” “baroque,” “burr pearls,” etc., are names applied to irregular-shaped pearls not having a 
smooth, even surface, but a lumpy, knotty surface and any shape. One kind of pearl growth, being rough and lumpy, is at- 
tached to the shell and seems to grow on the shell like a wart—these have little or no value, but when left on the shell sell as 
specimens. 

Sometimes on account of an irregularity in shape or defect in the pearl it wears through the mantle in which it is 
formed and becomes attached to the shell, and frequently is covered over entirely with shell material—these may be removed 
by one who understands it, and occasionally a very fine pearl is found in this way. The same is true of slugs or baroques. 
a pearl or slug unless you know h w to do it, as it is very easy to spoil a fine pearl, and no amount 


Don’t attempt to work on ; 
of work can restore it after once ruined, even when one knows how—it is not always advisable to try improving the pearl 
as it may become worse. , 
The pearl, like the diamond or any other precious stone, is a luxury, and not a necessity. Any serious defect in it 
greatly lessens its value. The great_number of poor and defective fresh water pearls found and thrown on the market has 
a tendency to cheapen all fresh water pearls 
The prices paid for pearls vary as to the value of the pearl, the experience of the buyer and the demand for different 


kinds of pearls. Don’t fall out with a buyer ,if he can’t pay you as much as you think you ought to get. Different buyers 
may want different kinds of pearls, and buyers’ judgments differ. Sometimes when a pearl is just found, all parties get 
excited and it is valued much higher than it should be. 

It is not necessary to wrap a pearl so much; a clean piece of paper with a little cotton is all right—poor pearls and slugs 
can be put in any kind of a box and carried without injury. Don’t send your poor, trashy stuff to a buyer in order to find 
out what kind of a buyer he is—it might be money in your pocket to throw it away and send him your good pieces at once— 
or, better yet, send him all, keeping each piece separate and numbering, so you can tell them apart.

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Gem Expert Criticizes Published Re- 
ports of Lecture on Culture Pearls. 


At the morning session of the third 
day of the 40th annual meeting of the 
American Fisheries Society, held last 
Thursday at the Aquarium in Battery 
Park, New York, Prof. Bashford Dean, of 
Columbia University, delivered a lecture 
on “The Announcement of Dr. Nishi 
kawa’s Success in Causing the Pearl 
Oyster to Secrete Perfect Spherical 
Pearls.” His remarks as published in the 
daily press caused considerable comment 
in the trade. M. D. Rothschild, of the 
American Gem & Pearl Co. and president 
of the Jewelers Board of Trade, in an 
interview in the Evening Post commented 
upon the lecture at length. 

First taking up that part of the report 
of Prof. Dean’s lecture which indicated 
that the discovery of the culture-pear] 
process was in a fair way to revolutionize 
the pearl-raising industry, and _ possibly 
to make the precious nacre as cheap as 
sea-beach pebbles, Mr. Rothschild said: 

“The statement is ridiculous, unqualified- 
ly ridiculous, and J only speak for the 
ther pearl dealers of the city, when I say 
that it might have a harmful effect on the 
pearl trade. You see, the actual facts are 
that pearl culture by artificial means and 
the sale of such pearls are old as the hills. 


Older than you are, older than I am. The 
Chinese have known how to do it from 
time out of mind. I can’t say when they 


began. It’s done to a certain extent in 
other parts of the world, too. Countless 
pearls are made in this way by introducing 
a porcelain button or bit of mother-of- 
pearl into the shell of an oyster. 

“Naturally, this extraneous substance is 
rot particularly comfortable for the oyster, 
and the creature immediately commences 
to cover it with the excretive substance 
which we call nacre, and which is the es- 
sence of the pearl, so to speak. Layer after 
layer of nacre is laid on over the origina! 
piece of porcelain or mother-of-pearl. In 
construction, the pearl, cultured or natural, 
is very much like the onion. You can per- 
ceive this at once by cutting one in half. 
In fact, it has been pretty well established 
that the natural pearls, even those in the 
raising of which man has taken no active 
part, are started by the accidental intro- 
duction into the molluse’s shell of a grain 
of sand or something else of a hard nature. 

‘But the mest important feature of cul- 
ture-pearls, as we call them in the trade, is 
that they are easily stamped as imitations. 
They are never globular in shape, not the 
perfect spheres which natural pearls are 
expected to be. It is necessary to paste on 
to their flat bottoms a corresponding piece 
of mother-of-pearl, which can instantly be 
deteeted by a novice, although when set it 
is not prominent.” 

To prove what he said, Mr. Rothschild 
produced two fine pearls which, on cursory 
examination, seemed to be absolutely per- 
fect spheres. When studied closer, how- 
ever, it was seen that two-thirds of the 
globes did not quite match the other third. 
There was a distinct difference in color. 
The milky streaks of the mother-of-pearl 
did not closely resemble the luster of the 
culture-pearl to which it was attached. 
“You see what I mean,” he continued.

“People who own pearls, in some cases 
worth hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
might get it into their heads that the bot- 
tom was in danger of falling out of the 
pearl market. But they need not worry. 
These culture-pearls can never be used 1v1 
necklaces, because they cannot be bored; 
they are good for nothing except settings 
which will conceal the imitation portion. 
3y the way, in China the people have an 
interesting way of making small pellets of 
clear or tiny metal images which are in- 
troduced into the river mussels in the 
month of May. The mussels are then re- 
planted, and in November they are taken 
up again. 

“Some of them die from the experience, 
but most of them are found to have been 
actively at work covering the little pellets 
and images with nacre, and while no strict- 
ly first-class pearls are formed in this way, 
many curious little pearl figures or gods 
are made and sold to the curious or devout. 

“In conclusion, I merely wish to say that 
the culture-pearls have never been popular 
and do not seem to find a ready market. 
The mere fact that they are imitation has 
prevented most Americans from buying 
them.” 


James W. Clark Appeals from Court’s 
Order Adjudging Him in Contempt 
for Using Name of Madson- 
Steele Co. 

Cuicaco, Sept. 29.—Behind the brief 
note in the last issue of THe JEwe.ers’ 
CiRCULAR-WEEKLY to the effect that Jas. 
W. Clark, of the F. F. Morse Co., had 
been adjudged guilty of contempt of court 
in an action brought against him by Mar- 
tin Madson, lies the story of a controversy 
which had been going on between Messrs. 
Madson and Clark in the courts since May, 
1908, and which had its foundation prac- 
tically shortly after the Madson-Steele Co. 
went into bankruptcy on Feb. 4 of the 
same year. From the order of the Su- 
perior Court adjudging him in contempt 
and fining him $500 and ordering him sent 
to jail for 10 days, Mr. Clark has taken 
an appeal and’filed a bond of $1,000, under 
which the proceedings have been stayed. 

It will recalled that after the bank 
ruptcy of the Madson-Steele Co. the assets 
of the corporation were bid in by Jas. W. 
Clark, defendant in the present proceed- 
ings, but the certificates of stock, lease 
of premises, etc., were controlled by Mar- 
tin Madson, of the old concern. Later an 
agreement was entered into by the Messrs 
Clark and Madson, by which Clark agreed 
to employ Madson for a period of two 
months, commencing March 20, 1908, at a 
salary of $50, for which Madson agreed to 
influence customers of the old concern to 
trade with the Moore & Evans Co., F. E. 
Morse Co. and other concerns in which 
interested. Madson

Mr. Clark was was 
also to get a commission of 10 per cent. 
on new business and to continue in the 
service of Clark on the same basis of 
compensation as long as they are both 
satisfied. 

At the end of two months Madson 


claimed he was forced out of his position, 
and then he brought suit against Clark to 
cempel the latter to return certificates of 
stock, lease, etc., of the Madson: Steele Co.

which he had turned over to 
keeping during his employment. 

In this suit he was successful, but Clark 
appealed to the Appellate Court, and later 
Madson obtained an injunction ordering 
Clark restrained from doing business un- 
der the style of Madson-Steele Co. and 
also to turn over the certificates of stock, 
lease, etc., demanded. 

According to the affidavits of Mr. Mad- 
son, Mr. Clark disregarded the injunction, 
and proceedings to punish him for 
tempt were begun before Judge Cletlain 
last July. The fought strenu- 
ously on both sides, and last week Judge 
Chetlain handed down his decision, in 
which, after reviewing the facts in the 
case and citing the injunction issued Feb. 
&, 1909, restraining Clark or his» agents 
from using the name Madson-Steele Co. 
in connection with any correspondence, ad- 
vertising, etc., stated that Clark had 
disregarded and violated this injunction 
and continued to use this name in the sale 
of merchandise, catalogues, pamphlets and 
other matter, issued by him and on corre- 
spondence, letter heads, order blanks, etc. 
The Court thereupon ordered that he be 
committed to Cook County jail for a pe- 
riod of 10 days and in addition pay a fine 
of $500, also that a contempt commitment 
be issted to the sheriff. 

To all this Clark excepted and asked for 
an appeal, and the appeal was granted upon 
filing a bond of $1,000 within five days

Jacob Lechtin, Jeweler, Who Skipped 
from Boston, Mass., Arrested at 
Montreal, Can., on Creditor’s 
Charge. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 1—Word was re- 
ceived in this city this week that Jacob 
Lechtin, who disappeared from _ Boston 
three weeks ago, much to the discomfiture 
of several Boston and New York jew- 
elers, had been arrested in Montreal on 
the night of Sept. 27, charged with larceny 
of merchandise valued at $1,200 from Wil- 
liam Oxman, a Boston jeweler. 

Soon after Lechtin’s quarters in the 
Jewelers’ building, which he had only oc- 
cupied for a brief period, were found to 
be closed, with the proprietor missing, the 
police were notified and a search for him 
began. It is stated that the clue as to his 
whereabouts was discovered when a male 
relative of Lechtin bought a ticket for 
Montreal. This man was shadowed and 
when he met Lechtin the arrest followed. 

Oxman is only one of many creditors 
who are concerned in the fugitive’s return 
to this country. It is known that he 
bought diamonds freely from a number of 
New York firms prior to his sudden de- 
parture. Estimates vary as to the amount 
involved, but current rumor places the ag- 
gregate of admitted by inquiring 
creditors in the neighborhood of $40,000. 
Fewer Boston than New York dealers sold 
to him, it is understood, and most of those 
who did let him have goods here are too 
chagrined over jt to admit the fact. 

Lechtin displayed money ostentatiously 
upon his advent in the Jewelers’ building, 
among his possessions being a $1,000 bill, 
which the unwary were permitted to see as

an evidence that his assets were real 
money. He also showed receipted state- 
ments of sizable accounts with firms of 


standing, to demonstrate that he was able 
to discount his bills if he chose to do so. 


MontTreAL, Can., Oct. 3.—Detective: Le 
Huquet, one of the most acute officers on 
the detective force in this city, has arrested 
Jacob Lechtin, a Boston, Mass., jeweler, on 
a charge of having stolen $1,200 worth of 
diamonds from William Oxman, Boston. 

The prisoner was arraigned before Judge 
Choquet, sitting at Montreal, last week, as 
extradition commissioner, and pleaded not 
guilty to the accusation of having stolen 
the Oxman diamonds. Later, he agreed 
to waive extradition proceedings and go 
back to Boston to face his trial there, but 
it was too late to stay proceedings then, as 
extradition papers and the necessary officers 
had been sent from the United States. 

On the advice of Henry Stern, New 
York, who is acting as lawyer for the 
firms who are making the accusations 
against the prisoner, the Oxman charge 
was withdrawn in order to avoid any 
lengthened extradition proceedings, and a 
second charge was made that Lechtin had 
robbed Klipper Bros. of $6,000 worth of 
diamonds. The accused was accordingly 
brought before Extradition Commissioner 
Choquet, on Saturday last, on this charge. 
He agreed to waive extradition proceed- 
ings, and the judge made an order giving 
him into the custody of the United States 
officers, so that he should be taker to Bos- 
ton to stand trial there. 
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When arrested at Montreal, the accused 
was staying with his wife at the Corona 
Hotel as Mr. “Harris.” 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 3.—Inspector Mc- 
Garr, of police headquarters, returned 
Sunday night from Montreal with Jacob 
Lechtin in custody. He is booked as age 
39, resident at 69 Leverett St., this city, 
and charged with larceny of unset dia- 
monds valued at $1,080, the property of 
William Oxman, of 104 Hanover St., who 
claims that Lechtin secured the gems on 
credit and left the city for parts then un- 
known to his creditors, without paying for 
them. 


Reward of $1,000 Offered for Capture 
of Thieves and Recovery of Gems 
Recently Stolen at Sait 
Lake City, Utah, 

It was learned yesterday that about 
$7,000 worth of diamonds were stolen from 
a traveling salesman of one of the mem- 
bers of The Jewelers’ Protective Union 
between 1 a. M. and 8 A. M. on Sept. 2 in 
Salt Lake City, Utah, at a hotel where he 
was spending the night 

According to the statement of the sales- 
man, on the night in question he placed his 
wallet of diamonds under his pillow when 
he retired, and did not discover the loss 
of the diamonds until he awoke at about 
9 a. M. It is believed that the theft was 
committed by a very attractive young 
woman who stopping at the same 
hotel, and it is believed that the 
woman, who is known as Gladys Whitney, 
alias May Whitney, etc., escaped from Salt 
Lake City with the diamonds very early 
in the morning of Sept. 2 in company 
with a man known as Walter Perry 

The Jewelers’ Protective Union is 
deavoring to locate them and offers a re- 
ward of $1,000. 

According to the Pinkerton National De- 
tective Agency, the woman who is sought 
is described as follows: 

Gladys Whitney, alias May Whitney, Lu- 
cille Stewart, etc., whose correct name is 
Gladys Doyle, is a white American sport- 
ing woman, also a diamond thief. She is 
16 years of age, but looks 19. She is five 
feet in height, of good build and weighs 
130 pounds. She is of medium complexion, 
with blue eyes and blond hair and a regu-

tar nose. She is a prepossessing blond, 
with a round, full face. She may en- 
deavor to dispose of the goods, acting 


alone or with a male or female companion. 

The detectives are {iso anxious to locate 
a man believed to be a companion of the 
missing woman, whe is described as a 
confidence man and diamond thief. He 
is 30 to 32 years of age, five feet eight or 
nine inches in height, is of medium build 


and weighs 160 pounds. He is of dark 
complexion, with black hair and brown 
eyes, with a regular nose and smooth 


shaven. He is slightly stooped, of quiet 
demeanor, speaks with a southern accent 
and usually dresses neatly in dark clothes. 
He may have separated from the woman 
and will endeavor to dispuse of the goods 
alone or with a male companion.

Diamond Cutting Factory at Amsterdam. 














Lonpon, Sept. 20.—The Times, of this 
city, has published an interesting account 
of the royal visit to the Asscher diamond 
factory. The Times’ correspondent at Am- 
sterdam writes under date of Sept. 16 as 
follows: 

This morning the Queen of Holland, 
accompanied by Prince Henry and by the 
King and Queen of the Belgians, who ar- 
rived here yesterday, paid a visit to the 
diamond cutting factory of I. J. Asscher 
& Co. There are two reasons why this visit 
is of interest; one is that diamond cutting 
is the most characteristic industry of Am- 
sterdam, where it gives occupation to some 
10,000 people, and the other is that at this 
factory Messrs, Asscher two years ago cut 
and polished the Cullinan diamonds, which 
are the finest brilliants not only among the 
jewels of the British Crown, but in the 
whole worid. 

Messrs. Asscher’s factory employs about 
500 workpeople, and it is the largest indi- 
vidual establishment in Amsterdam devoted 
to diamond cutting; for though there are 
larger factories of the kind in existence 
they are shared between a number of pol- 
ishers and are not in the occupation of a 
single firm. The factory was erected three 
or four years ago, and may in every respect 
be looked upon as a model, on account both 
of its equipment, which is of the most 
modern description, and of the care which 
is taken of the health and comfort of those 
who are employed in it. It stands in the 
Tolstraat, close to the Amstel River, in a 
light and open position within easy reach 
of the center of Amsterdam. The main 
portion, which is three stories high, con- 
tains the grinding and polishing depart- 
ments, while a wing at the west end, of the 
same height, is devoted to the operations of 
sawing and rubbing and also includes the 
administrative offices, which are so ar- 
ranged as to command a view of the en- 
trance and of most of the workrooms. 

The Royal party arrived soon after 10 
o'clock and were received at the gates by 
A. Asscher, of Amsterdam, the Queen of 
Holland and the King of the Belgians being 
in the first carriage, and the Queen of 
the Belgians and Prince Henry in the 
second. The Queen of Holland, who vis- 
ited Messrs. Asscher’s old factory five 
years ago, having presented A. Asscher 
and Joseph Asscher, of Paris, to the King 
and Queen of the Belgians, the party pro- 
ceeded to the private office on the third 
floor, which was beautifully decorated with 
orchids. Then other members of the firm, 
Messrs. Louis and Elie Asscher, of Paris, 
and J. Lissauer and Jacob Asscher, of 
Amsterdam, were presented, while A. 
Asscher offered a bouquet of flowers to 
the Queen of Holland, and Miss S. 
Asscher one to the Queen of the Belgians. 

The next item on the program was 
an inspection of the factory proper, all 
the departments of which were in full 
operation under their working 
conditions and without attempt at 


normal 
any 





decoration. The first process seen was 
that of splitting or cleaving the rough 
stones. In this a sharp diamond edge is 
used to cut a nick or groove in the stone, 
exactly in one of its planes of crystalliza- 
tion, and then a wedge-shaped steel knife 
is placed in the nick and hit a hard blow 
with a hammer consisting of a heavy 
steel rod. If the nick has been properly 
placed and all goes well the stone divides 
into two pieces; but an error in ascer- 
taining the plane of crystallization or the 
presence of a flaw may cause the stone 
to break up irregularly and perhaps lead 
to the loss of thousands of pounds. The 
next process to be watched was that of 
cutting or bruting, in which the split 
pieces are roughly formed to the shape 
of the brilliant by being rubbed against 
other diamonds. The visitors then de- 
scended to a lower floor and were shown 
the process of sawing. This is an alterna- 
tive to splitting, and consists of dividing 
the stone by means of a thin disc of steel 
or phosphor copper revolving some 3,000 
t®mes a minute. It is a comparatively new 
method, having been introduced about 15 
years ago, but it would appear that essen- 
tially the same principle was in use a 
century and a half ago, though it subse- 
quently fell into disuse, for there are rec- 
ords which go to show that a fine wire 
was then employed for dividing diamonds. 
Its advantage lies in economy of mate- 
rial, since by its aid a projecting angle 
which formerly would have been ground 
away into dust can often be cut off and 
used to form a small brilliant. 


The last important process, which was 
seen in its application to large and small 
brilliants and to rose diamonds, was that 
of grinding the 58 facets (including the 
table and collet) possessed by a brilliant 
and of putting the final polish on them. 
For this purpose use is made of a hori- 
zontal wheel, composed of a peculiar qual- 
ity of iron and covered with a mixture of 
diamond dust and oil, which is commonly 
rotated at a speed of about 2,400 revolu- 
tions a minute. The stone under treat- 
ment is embedded in a block of fusible 
alloy, contained in a cup known as a “dop.” 
This alloy having been softened by heat- 
ing in a gas flame, the diamond is ad- 
justed in it in such a position that when 
the dop, mounted on a pivoted arm 1 or 
1% feet long, is lowered upon the wheel, 
the facet is ground at precisely the re- 
quired angle. It is noteworthy that this 
exceedingly delicate adjustment is made 
by the eye alone, and the Amsterdam cut- 
ters hold that in this way quite as good 
results are obtained as by the mechanical 
measuring instruments which American in- 
genuity has sought to introduce. Since 
much heat is generated by the friction 
between the diamond and the wheel, the 
dop and its contents have from time, to 
time to be dipped in water in order to 
cool them. When one facet is finished the 
alloy is warmed, and the diamond moved 
and placed in position for another, the 
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stone being gripped tightly in place, owing 
to the fact that the alloy expands slightly 
on cooling. The final stage of polishing 
is performed on a mill of a similar kind, 
but having a smoother face, and by re- 
peatedly turning the stone in different di- 
rections the striations left by the coarser 
wheel are completely obliterated and the 
final perfection of polish obtained. 

The inspection of the factory over, the 
party returned to the offices, where they 
saw a collection of diamonds in every 
stage of manufacture, of every size, of 
every shape and of every color, from the 
finest blue-white to rare “fancy” specimens 
of canary yellow and sapphire blue. Brill- 
iants literally by the thousand were set 
out on half a dozen tables; not one had 
the adventitious aid of a setting, but beau- 
tifully matched and graded in size, they 
were arranged in grooves cut in 32 white 
velvet plaques to form designs and _ pat- 
terns of various kinds, some representing 
necklaces and pendants, some geometrical 
figures, and two the royal arms of Bel- 
gium and Holland. With them were 
models of the Cullinan diamonds and the 
silver bowl presented by King Edward to 
Messrs. Asscher in recognition of their 
skill in cutting those famous stones. It is 
probably quite safe to say that no more 


gorgeous display of diamonds has ever 
been witnessed. 
In conclusion Messrs. Asscher offered 


their royal guests albums containing views 
of the factory, and asked them to record 
their names in the visitors’ book. A few 
minutes after the end of the visit A. 
Asscher received the intimation that the 
King of the Belgians had made him a 
Chevalier of the Order of Leopold II. 








Jeweler Loses Suit Against Pawnbro- 
ker Because Diamond Cannot Be 
Identified. 


Several New York diamond 
were called to Paterson, N. J., last week 
to testify as to whether it is possible 
to identify a diamond which has been re- 
moved from its setting. The suit tried at 
Paterson was brought by Morris Rhodes, a 
pawnbroker, against Isaac Cohen, a Pater- 
sor. jeweler. None of the witnesses would 
swear to the identification of a diamond 
unless it had some flaw or other peculiar- 
ity, and a decision by the jury directed 
Cohen to pay $65, the value of the diamond 
claimed by Rhodes. 

Cohen had claimed the diamond as one 
that had been stolen from him, and pro- 
ceeded to take possession of it. Rhodes 
insisted that it is not possible to identify a 
diamond, once it has been removed from its 
setting, and called expert witnesses to 
prove it. A. Brenauer, Mr. Hodes and 
several other dealers were asked to express 
an opinion. The court wanted the men to 
identify the stones. 

A. Brenauer in speaking about the mat- 
ter to a reporter of THE JEWELERS’ CriRCU- 
LAR-WEEKLY said that the court wanted 
him to identify the stone as one sold to 
Rhodes, but explained that he could not 
do it. He said that in a parcel’ of dia- 
monds it is impossible to identify a single 
stone unless it has some flaw or other 
peculiarity which is discernible.

Championship Belt to be Made for Noted 
Colored Pugilist. 


S noted in THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR- 
WEEKLY of Sept. 21 the champion- 
ship belt which is to be made for “Jack” 
Johnson, the pugilist, is to cost not less 
than $25,000 nor more than $50,000, and 
the contract to supply this was recently 
obtained by representatives of Castelberg’s 
National Jewelry Co., Baltimore, Md. An 
illustration of the belt, as it will appear 
when finished, is shown herewith, 

The belt is to be 4 feet long and 12 
inches wide and will be made of gold, about 
2,000 hwts. of this metal, in addition to a 
large amount of platinum, is to be used in 
its construction. It has a centerpiece, or 
buckle, connected on each side with four 
panels, each of which is to be richly en- 
ameled wiih portraits of the pugilist and 
the national coat of arms. 
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Employe of Former Brooklyn, N. Y., 
Jeweler Arrested for Theft Com- 
mitted Two Years Ago. 

Louis Fieldhaimer, an Austrian diamond 
cutter, who was at one time employed by 
Jacques A. Ha!lmans, 561 Broadway, Brook- 
lyn, and who stole diamonds valued at sev- 
eral thousand dollars from his employer on 
Oct. 31, 1908, and later signed a written 
confession of the crime, was arraigned 
Monday before Magistrate Freschi in the 
Harlem Court and turned over to the 
Brooklyn authorities to await trial. He was 
indicted by the Kings County Grand Jury 
at the time of the robbery. 

Fieldhaimer first came to this country in 
January two years ago. He was an expert 
diamond cutter, and soon found employ~ 


ment at good wages with the Halmans 
firm. He worked there until Oct. 29, 1908, 
when he bundled up all of the valuable 


gems kept in stock and disappeared. He 
left Brooklyn immediately. 

According to the story told by a detec- 
tive, the theft of the diamonds threw the 
Halmans into bankruptcy nearly two years 
ago and Jacques Halman is now working 
as a diamond cutter in Vienna. However, 
the Jewelers Board of Trade has no record 
of any bankruptcy of Halmans, but in a 
statement made to the Board in November, 
1908, Mr. Halman said that on Oct. 31, 


1908, he was robbed by an employe of dia- 
monds valued at $1,676.76. 

Leaving Brooklyn, Fieldhaimer returned 
to Holland, where he spent the money ob- 
tained by pawning the diamonds.

Mr. Osborne conducts 
a watch and clock repairing business in 
Plantsville. The first averment of fleecing 
Osborne was years. ago, when Barnes, it 
was alleged, represented that he had a life 
insurance policy and that he could not keep 
the premiums up. He said that if Osborne 
would let him have the money he would 
make the latter the beneficiary. Osborne 
put up the money on this fictitious policy 
for several years, and when it came due 
the “company” failed, and Barnes then rep- 
resented, it was averred, that it would take 
more money to make the claim good. Final- 
ly this was lost, too. Then it was that 
Barnes represented that he had a patent 
that he intended to sell. It was necessary 
to finance this scheme, and if Osborne 
would put up some cash he was to get back 
all the money owed him. Many letters 


were read, all written by Barnes, or which 
he had written on a typewriter, signed, by 
different men, who always assured the vic- 
tim that the money on the patent would be 
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paid, and that if Mr. Barnes would come 
to Philadelphia, New York or Boston the 
money would be paid there. These trips 
all took money, which Osborne put up, be- 
lieving in Barnes to the utmost. Barnes 
was also accused of receiving five watches 
and some other stock which he had con- 
verted to his own use.

International Exposition. 


V/ SEs recently the test of fireproof 
safes in which most of the jewels 
in the Belgian section were preserved in 
the recent fire were opened, it was ascer- 


tained that the diamonds and _ colored 
stones, generally speaking, were  unin- 
jured. Almost all the pearls, however, suf- 
fered . considerably. Some were even 


charred or carbonized. The beautiful col- 
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ored pearls of the firm of J. Coosemans 
lost their orient as well as their original 


color. The model of the city hall of Brus- 
sels, executed in silver and set with dia- 
monds, made by the firm of Hard & De- 
ros, was oxidized completely black and 
otherwise badiy damaged. The works of 
art of Collard & Sons, which were left in 
a show case, were burned to ashes. How 
destructive the effects of the heat were 
could be appreciated from the fact that a 
platinum ring, set with diamonds, in one 
of the exhibits, was found melted into the 
glass of the show case. 

In spite of the heavy loss they had sus- 
ained, the Belgian jewelers had, by Sept. 
3, opened another exhibition in the superb 
pavilion of the United Glass Works, which 
stands free in the grounds of the exhi- 
bition. This pavilion was obligingly placed 
at their disposal by those interested.

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T is about time that 
the members of 
the jewelry trade in 
all its branches— 
manufacturers, jobbers and retailers—take 
some steps toward looking to a reforma- 
tion in the use of descriptive terms denot- 
ing certain lines of merchandise, as the 
Icoseness or carelessness in the designation 
of articles has been responsible for a con- 
siderable amount of annoying competition 
in illegitimate channels well the 
means by which moral if not legal fraud 
has been perpetrated upon the public at 
large to the detriment of reputation of the 
jewelry trade as a whole. Manufacturers 
or dealers are constantly using terms such 
as “gold filled,” “gold shell,” “20 years,” 
“scientific,” etc., which, though they may 
have been properly descriptive when they 
first came into trade usage, are no longer 
<9, and mean much or little in the trade, 
according to circumstances, while with the 
or at least a large part of cus- 
tomers of the retail jeweler, the original

There is no doubt that many purchasers 
accept “gold-filled” goods thinking they are 
getting better than gold plate, 
some even believing that they are getting 
an article which is essentially gold, stiffened 
with a base metal. When the article does 
wear as they expect a “filled” articie 
to wear, the reputation of the seller is in- 
jured, even though he may have acted in 
perfectly good faith, and sold it under what 
he considered was a proper designation of 
its quality and construction from the trade 
standpoint. 

Taking advantage of the looseness of the 
application of the word “gold-filled” other 
manufacturers have stamped this on the 
cheapest kind of electroplate going to the 
novelty and premium trades, so with cer- 
tain otker elements of the buying public 
the term has become identified with “trash,” 
and the jeweler who tries to sell these 
people a substantial rolled plate or “filled” 
article under that name finds difficulty in 
getting a proper price for it. 

A bad feature of the use of terms which 
have no definite meaning in the trade, or 
which have one meaning among one class 
of merchants and manufacturers and a dif- 
ferent one among others, lies in the fact 
that it gives the swindler the opportunity 
to use, without fear of prosecution, these 
terms on articles to which they clearly do 
not belong. He knows that as long as 
there is no well-defined meaning to the 
term in trade and commerce he cannot be 
prosecuted for obtaining money under false 
pretenses, no matter how much he may 
“bunco” his customers by the use of the 
term. Under such conditions the reputa- 
tion of the trade is injured by the im- 
proper of the term, and the people 
swindled have no legal redress. 

Of all industries, that of the jeweler is 
the one that depends most upon the confi- 
dence of the public, and of all merchants 
he is the one in whose integrity customers 
mvst place the most reliance. Therefore, 
he should, in every way, strive to use in 
bis business, terms and designations having 
1 concrete and well-defined meaning, 
that when he makes a statement to his cus-

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tomers there is practically no chance of 
ambiguity. He should not sell a scientific 
imitation ruby as a “reconstructed” ruby, 
an imitation stone as a “scientific” stone, 
a rolled plate as a “filled,” etc., but should 
his utmost to that the customer 
understands exactly what he means when 
he represents an article of merchandise and 
realizes that the terms he uses are clearly

Just as soon as it can be established that’ 
the terms used by the jewelers have clear 
and definite méanings in trade and com- 
merce it will be easier to prosecute the 
frauds, the swindlers and scheme concerns 
who prey upon the public and undermine 
the jeweler’s: business, but it is the retail 
jewelers and the manufacturers and job- 
bers who supply them, who must take the 
first steps looking to the abolition of in- 
definite terms, phrases and words which 
mean one thing under one condition and 
an entirely different thing under another. 


f HE retail jewel- 
ers of all sec- 
tions of the country, 
A. N. R. J. A. whether or not ier 
are members of the American National 
Retail Jewelers Association, cannot fail to 
be interested in the communication sent 
out last week by President Steele F. Rob- 
erts of the organization, in which he gives 
a declaration of the principles of that body. 
So much interest has been manifested in 
the development of the association, and so 
steadily, though quietly, has it progressed 
in its work looking to the uplifting of the 
retail jeweler that many members of the 
trade who at its inception were in no way 
concerned as to its objects and intentions 
are now anxious to know just exactly what 
the organization means, what it intends to 
do and along what lines it will devote its 
work in the future. This information is 
pretty clearly stated by President Roberts 
in his declaration of principles. We do not 
think that there is a progressive jeweler in 
the country who can seriously take excep- 
tion to these principles, while the great 
majority of the trade, whether members or 
not, will surely give them a hearty en- 
dorsement. 

The endeavor of President Roberts to 
strengthen the organization throughout the 
country, particularly in the more populous 
east, and to get the interest 
of the leading and representative jewelers 
of the various cities, should receive the 
co-operation of all who have the good of 
the trade at heart, becguse it is only as a 
thoroughly representative organization of 
all classes of the industry that the American 
National Retail Jewelers Association can 
the greatest amount of good for its 
members and for the trade at large

Carl C. Sachs, son of Moses Sachs, 
whose body was found in a trunk in the 
hallway of a tenement in Goerck St., last 
June, arrived Thursday on the Pennsyl- 
vania, from Munich, where he has been 
studying the violin. He is intent on dis- 
covering the murderer of his father, and 
will confer with the police and his brothers 
to that end. The finding of Moses Sachs’ 
body created a sensation, but the police 
thus far have been unable to unravel the 
mystery as to who killed the man. The 
Jewelers Board of Trade has offered a re- 
ward of $1,000 for the capture and con- 
viction of the murderers. 

Creditors of Rudolph Noel & Co., dia- 
mond dealers at 37 Maiden Lane, against 
whom a petition in bankruptcy was filed 
Aug. 31, have been unable to find Rudolph 
Noel, ghe senior partner. The attorney, 
Samuel Blumberg, has obtained an order 
from Judge Holt to publish the summons 
for him to appear on Oct. 13 to answer 
or demur to the petition. Mr. Noel re- 
sided at 143 W. 140th St., and is supposed 
to be in Chicago. Jesse Watson, the re- 
ceiver, was informed that three weeks be- 
fore the bankruptcy proceedings Mr. Noel 
went to Chicago with diamonds and 
mounted jewelry worth over $10,000 and 
disposed of the greater part of them there, 
and it was also said that a large amount 
of goods were purchased within a few 
weeks prior to the bankruptcy. The lia- 
bilities are estimated at about $50,000. 

Detective Boyle, of Headquarters, saw 
two men acting suspiciously around the 
Broadway jewelry stores between 34th and 
42d Sts. last week.

Ernest M. Mott, 19 years old, living at 
569 W. 150th St., was arrested, last 
Wednesday, on a charge of stealing 15 
gold watches worth from $35 to $125 each 
from J. W. Forsinger, 2 Maiden Lane, by 
whom he was employed. Mott confessed 
to Detective Allen at headquarters after 
he was arrested, and.said he had pawned 
the watches. In the Center St. Police 
Court, Magistrate Herman committed Mott 
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to the Tombs for examination. The young 
man had been employed by J. W. For- 
singer for several months, and _ stspicion 
was recently aroused when watches began 
te disappear. Although giving his age as 
19, the young mar is supposed to be older. 

A conference of the United States local 
appraisers will be held at the United States 
appraisers’ offices in this city, beginning 
Nov. 14, and will be attended by appraisers 
from different parts of the country. The 
appraising officers have been notified to 
submit to the department not later than 
Oct. 10 such questions as they desire to 
have brought up for discussion at the con- 
ference. The department will thereafter 
notify each officer who is to be present at 
the conference of the subjects to be taken 
up at the conference, so that they will be 
able to come to the meeting prepared to 
discuss the problems intelligently and with 
a prior knowledge of such matters as are 
to be considered. The discussion will be 
an open one. The conference will be the 
first ever held in a widespread move to 
insure the uniform application of the cus- 
toms regulations at every port in the United 
States. Every port of entry of any con- 
sequence will be represented. 

The Jewelers Security Alliance has re- 
ceived word to the effect that Angelo 
Rando, alias Krant, has been sentenced to 
an indeterminate term of not less than 
2% or more than 10 years in the Eastern 
Penitentiary. Rando pleaded guilty to 
breaking the window in the jewelry store 


of Isaac Levine, 4268 Frankfort Ave., 
Philadelphia, about five weeks ago. He 
threw a brick covered with newspaper 


through the window at about 2 A. m., and 
made away with about $129 worth of jew- 
elry. Notice has also been received that 
the store of the Donovan & Seamans Co., 
253 S. Spring St., Los Angeles, Cal., was 
entered recently and about $350 worth of 
booty secured. Entrance to this store was 
also gained through a window. Another 
small robbery was reported to the Se- 
curity Alliance last week. It was at the 
store of Frank H. Pardon, Owensboro, 
Ky., which was entered recently and a 
quantity of jewelry stolen. The store win- 
dow was broken with a stone, and the loot 
secured consisted of six bracelets, a number 
of rings and several pairs of opera glasses. 
The authorities are of the opinion that the 
work is that of an organized gang of 
boys who have been making a practice of 
breaking store windows for the past two 
years. 

The consecration of St. Patrick’s Cathe- 
dral to-day will be commemorated by med- 
als, a large quantity of which were deliv- 
ered last week at the Cathedral. Some of 
these are made of solid gold. The reverse 
shows the Cathedral in bas relief enclosed 
in a laurel wreath surrounded by the papal 
coat of arms and that of the present Arch- 
bishop. Around the edge is the inscrip- 
tion, “Consecration of St. Patrick’s Cathe- 
dral, 1910.” The obverse bears bas relief 
portraits of Pope Pius X, Archbishops 
Farley, Hughes, McCloskey and Corrigan, 
all of whom aided in building the Ca- 
thedral.

way and 42d St. 

An exhibit of Royal Copenhagen ware 
for the Brooklyn Museum of Science and 
Art arrived in this city recently and is 
being placed in position at the museum. 
Among the larger pieces is a vase valued 
at $2,500. Those who have thus far seen 
the collection are enthusiastic about it and 
it is considered to be one of the most 
noteworthy exhibits of the potter’s art 
ever received at the institution. The vari- 
ous pieces include specimens typifying the 
advancement made by the Royal Copen- 
hagen factory from the days of its less am- 
bitious productions up to the masterpieces 
of to-day. 

The dutiable articles contained in 20 
pieces of the baggage brought into this 
country by Mr. and Mrs. Aranson, of 
Philadelphia, upon their arrival recently 
on the White Star liner Baltic, was de- 
clared seized Friday by the customs au- 
thorities.

Aranson. <A quantity of jewelry which 
she had in a bag on her person was re- 
leased on the representation that she had 
long had it in her possession and that it 
was not dutiable. Mr. Aranson assumed 
full responsibility for the non-declaration 
of the goods. He said that he acted in good 
faith, not being sure of the amount dutiable 
he left the value to be fixed by the ex- 
aminers. 

A piano dealer of this city had to ap- 
pear before Deputy Surveyor - George 
Smyth at the Customs House last Thurs- 
day to explain why he had not declared 
two gold watches, a locket, a chain, and a 
diamond ring. He returned Thursday 
on the Pennsylvania from a trip to Ger- 
inany. Inspector Timothy Donohue saw 
the man on the pier and discovered that 
he had the jewelry. It was explained that 
one of the watches had belonged to the 
piano dealer’s father. The other belonged 
to his daughter-in-law and the ring he had 
received from his mother. He said that 
he had no idea that he had to declare 

them, thinking that they were covered by 
the $100 -duty-free goods allowed by law.

Joseph C. Breslin, of William Krantz & 
Co., New Orleans, La., visited the offices 
of THe JeEweLers’ CrrcuLAR-WEEKLY last 
week. R. J. Satterwait, Charleston, W. 
Va., who has been stopping at the St. 
George Hotel, was also a visitor last week. 

Inspector Timothy Donahue found in the 
pockets of a shoe dealer of Chicago, when 
he landed from the Deutschland Monday, 
undeclared jewelry valued at $100. He 
also had a fur coat, which he said he had 
bought in Chicago. The coat was held, 
pending investigation, and the man was 
asked to explain why he had not declared 
the valuables. 

The report of Appraiser Wannamaker 
for the month of September shows that the 
total appraised value of diamonds which 
passed through the Customs House during 
that time amounted to $3,038,737, as com- 
pared with $3,318,341 in September, 1909, 
and $1,192,402 in September, 1908.

Announcement was made last week that 
the collection of art objects and paintings 
of many sorts made by the late Robert 
Hoe is to be disposed of at public auction 
in this city this Winter. There has been 
some speculation as to whether the collec- 
tion would be sold here or in England, 
but the executors have finally decided upon 
New York as the best place for the sale, 
and it is to take place under the direction 
of the American Art Association. The 
property represents investments by Mr. 
Hoe of more than $2,000,000 and includes 
an extensive collection of snuff boxes, 
watches and nearly 100 clocks, from small 
boudoir clocks to tall clocks with chimes. 
The clocks are of different periods and 
of English, French and Dutch manufac- 
ture. There are also old ivories and Euro- 
pean bronzes and an extraordinary collec- 
tion, of old silver. 

Customs officials seized jewelry said to 
be valued at $10,000 brought here by Mrs. 
Ferdinand Forsch and her two daughters, 
who arrived Monday on the North German 
Lloyd liner Prinz Friedrich Wilhelm. 
Mrs. Forsch told the Customs House in- 
spectors that the jewelry had been present- 
ed to them by her husband, Ferdinand, who 
died some years ago. She said he bought 
most of the jewelry in Paris, but she could 
not tell whether he had paid duty on it. 
Under Special Deputy Surveyor Smyth in- 
vestigated, but was not satisfied that duty 
ever had been paid, so the jewels were 
seized, pending a further inquiry. They con- 
sisted of two pearl necklaces, two diamond 
barettes, an emerald and diamond brooch, 
two gold watches, three gold and pearl 
chains, and a chain with a diamond and 
pearl pendant. All of these, except the 
watches and one of the chains were pur- 
chased in Paris. If it cannot be shown that 
duty was paid on them by Mr. Forsch it 
may be called for now and a penalty in- 
flicted. No effort was made to conceal the 
jewelry. 

Surveyor General Henry at the Customs 
House ordered an opal necklace seized 
Saturday which was brought here by Miss 
Frances Gordon Alexander, who returned 
to this city Friday on the liner Provence. 
The jewels were a gift to Miss Alexander 
from the Countess de Rodilleo. The neck- 
lace attracted the attention of Inspector 
Mott, and on referring to Miss Alex- 
ander’s declaration it was noticed that it 
had not been declared. When asked if it 
was of foreign manufacture she replied 
that it was, and the inspector took pos- 
session of it. Miss Alexander appeared 
before the customs authorities Saturday 
morning and explained that she had had 
the necklace a long time and had -worn 
it. It was presented to her, she said, when 
she was in Paris in 1909, and that she 
had worn it here since then, and that 
there had been no question as to the duty 
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raised. The customs authorities wanted to 
know the value of the gems, but this in- 
formation Miss Alexander was unable to 
furnish. The necklace was the 
public stores, where it will be appraised 
later.

Louis Levein 
started in business in January, 1904. The 
company was incorporated Jan. 14, 1909, 
with a capital stock of $20,000, and he be- 
came vice-president. Judge Holt has 
granted an order to show cause why the 
proceedings should not be vacated, and in 
the meantime the judge restrained the re- 
ceiver from taking possession of the assets. 
The order to show cause was to have been 
argued yesterday, but the matter was ad- 
journed.

The Story of an Astronomical Clockwork of the 
Sixteenth Century. 


(From the German of M. ENGEetMann, in Allgemeines Journal der Uhrmacherkunst.) 

















MONG the German renaissance princes 
who contributed materially to the en- 
couragement of clock-making the Landgraf 
William IV. (the Wise) of Hesse and the 
Prince-elector Augustus of Saxony are 
entitled to prominent mention. William 
IV., from his youth devoted to mathematics 
and astronomy, was one of the first as- 
tronomers who recognized the importance 
of a mechanically accurate time measurer 
to the further progress of calculative as- 
tronomy, Thoroughly familiar with the 
works of Apian and Peurbach, he was the 
friend and patron of Tycho de Brahe and 
Jost Byrgi. He had a well-appointed ob- 
servatory in the castle at Cassel. His de- 
terminations of star positions and his cata- 
logue of fixed stars are distinguished, tak- 
ing the period of their origin into consid- 
eration, by great accuracy. Wolf* says, 
concerning it: ‘There is no doubt that for 
these Hessian observations time was em- 
ployed as a real element in observation; 
the clock was consequently promoted to be 
an astronomical instrument, whereas for- 
merly it had at most served to determine 
the period of an observation.” 

William IV. knew how to attract such 
clockmakers—foremost among them Jost 
Brygi—as understood the making of clocks 
for his observations, the performance of 
which would vary at most a minute in 24 
hours, to him and to educate them. He 
wrote himself on this subject under date 
of April 14, 1586, to Tycho, when the latter 
expressed a doubt as to the accurate per- 
formance of William’s clocks, “that his 
minute and second clock, which also re- 
corded certain hours, did not vary a minute 
from one noon to the next.” The collec- 
tions in Cassel and Vienna possess to-day 
some of the best clock works that have 
proceeded from William’s workshop. The 
University of Marburg owns his completed 
stellar globe clock, carried with him on 
many of his journeys.f 

William IV. maintained an _ intimate 
friendship with the Prince-elector Augus- 
tus of Saxony. It was especially the fond- 
ness of both princes for mathematical and

mechanical arts that caused them to carry 
on a voluminous correspondence on rela- 
tive questions. Prince-elector Augustus 
was skilled in work at the lathe and planing 
bench, he thoroughly understood the tech- 
nique of mining and smelting operations, 
printing and the medallist’s art, was also 
well fearned as a farmer, gardener and 
likewise as a surgeon, and by his knowledge 
of financial atfairs contributed materially 
to the welfare of his domains. He is still 
borne in memory by his people as “father

Augustus.” His mathematical knowledge 
he applied to the personal measurement of 
his lands and mines Measuring com- 
passes, complicated, self-acting road meas- 
ures and other geometrical instruments he 
made himself or had them made by recog- 
nized south German masters or skilled 
workmen he attracted to him, among them 
clockmakers, working under his directions. 
By the co-operation of men like Barth, 


Scultetus, Homilius, Adam Riese, Valer, 
Tau and Joach, Pretorius his technical ef- 
forts obtained scientific support. It is thus 
comprehensible that the construction of 
complicated clock works and automata, 
especially when they had bearing on the 
movements of the heavenly bodies, de- 
lighted him. 

Prince-elector Augustus was not in so 
marked a degree the competent, calcuiating 
astronomer such as we have come to recog- 
nize in William IV.; he was to a greater 
extent a zealous astrologer, interested in 
alchemistic and geomantic studies, which at 
his time were earnestly pursued as sciences. 
For this purpose clocks with astronomical! 
features were a welcome auxiliary. He 
founded, about 1560, the Dresden art cham- 
ber, the first possessions of which, in addi- 
tion to so much that was wonderful, in- 
cluded a considerable number of mathe- 
matical instruments and Clocks. The 
greater portion of the existing treasures in 
the much-visited Dresden collection be- 
longed to the bygone precision technique. 

To the friendly relations between the two 
princes we owe one of the most important 
clock works of the period. This is the 
great astronomical clock in the possession 
of the Royal Mathematico-physical Salon 
in the Dresden Zwinger. It is shown in 
our special illustration, and in Fig, 1. The 
instigation to its construction proceeded 
from Prince-elector Augustus, who, filled 
with admiration for the great planetarium* 
constructed by Byrgi for William IV., was 
desirous of possessing a clock that would, 
if possible, surpass this creation. How 
much the prince was engrossed with this 
clock may be gathered from the voluminous 
correspondence on the subject, which is 
preserved unto this day in the chief state 
archives in Dresden and the royal state 
archives in Cassel. 

After William IV. had sent the prince- 
elector a draft of the works he ordered its 
construction in 1563. He commissioned the 
architect, Eberhardt Baldewein, of Mar- 
burg, whose first occupation was that of 
a tailor, with its execution. This “master 
of the works,” of whom William IV. wrote, 
“the whole work went through his head, 
and who had the most trouble with the 
dividing, putting together and justification,” 
received for this a weekly stipend of one 
thaler. As practical clockmaker he engaged 
Hans Bucher, also known as Buch. The 
latter was certainly a very skilful work- 
man, for he received two thalers a week as 
remuneration !

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The silver celestial globe (according to 
von Drach*) was made and engraved by 
the mayor and goldsmith, Hermann Diepel, 
of Giessen, Possibly he also engraved the 
planet disks and collaborated in the orna- 
mentation of the elaborate case. In 1565 
the work was completed, with the excep- 
tion of the decoration of the case, Land- 
graf William IV. suggested to the Kurfiirst 
to have it gilded and decorated with gold- 
smith work, which would “bring its cost up 
to about 100 florins more than 2,000 thalers.”’ 
At the end of 1567 the clock was finished. 
Baldewein himself: brought it to Dresden

Prince-elector Augustus, under date April 
3, 1568, was able to announce to William 
IV. its safe arrival, He was much pleased 
with it, and himself stated that “there was 
no need for offering excuses on account of 
the delay, as: such a work must not be 
hastened.” 

Baldewein and Bucher each received from 
the prince-elector an honorarium of 200 
florins, and the maker of the settle, court 
joiner Miller, 60 florins. Baldwein also 
received an order for a “Torquet” with 
which the position, location and movement 
of the stars could be observed, and which 
he needed for this clock work. 

It served for the purpose of regulating 
the proper position and course of the planet 
disks and of the stellar globe of the clock 
by direct celestial observations. Its pro- 
duction entailed difficulties. “It is almost 
impossible to make such an instrument pre- 
cise and accurate, owing to its weight and 
the overbalancing in itself and owing to 
the shortness of the polorum,” wrote Will- 
iam IV. to Augustus, Its production cost 
400 florins. It is to be seen in the same 
collection. Fig. 2 is an illustration of it. 
It is richly ornamented with engraved rep- 
resentation of the legend of Leda and 
heavily fire-gilded. The dividing disk used

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in laying out the complicated wheel work 
and the planetary disk divisions is also 
there. It is shown in Fig, 3. It is an im- 
portant proof of the highly developed ac- 
curacy in clock-making in the second half 
of the 16th century. With a diameter of 
12.7 inches it contains 11 series of indices 
with 768, 365, 368, 328, 320, 248, 208, 168, 
176 and 120 division points. The division 
is very accurately carried out. It can only 
be supposed that it could not have been 
executed without a very cleverly con- 
structed dividing apparatus, 

Concerning the design of this clock, a 
few explanations may be added. The front 
(see illustration) shows in the lower dial 
the astrolabium operated by the works. 
Between the back plate, with the plani- 
spherical reticulated degree divisions of 
the celestial arch and the circle or ring of 
twice 12 hours there revolves, in a stellar 
day, the very much open-worked “rete,” 
including the zodiacal circle, the broad 
edge of which displays the months as well 
as their most important holidays, The 
pointer above the “rete” shows on the 
outer circle of figures the mean solar time. 
Above the astrolabium, on a small dial, the 
minutes and quarter hours may be read. 
The inner portion of this dial turns once 
in seven days and shows, by a stationary 
pointer, the days of the week. The upper 
dial on the front side shows the course of 
the planet Mars. On the left side of the 
clock the upper dial records the movement 
of Venus, the latter that of Mercury, On 
the right side, in the same manner, are 
represented, above Saturn, below Jupiter. 
The pointers of these planetary dials show, 
corresponding with ptolemaic system shown 
on the clock, by means of epicycles, the 
revolutions of the separate planets around 
the sun, with true elliptic speed. The back 
of the clock displays a perpetual calendar 
of the arrangement proper to that time. 
Under this, also in dial form, the course of 
the moon, with the representation of its 
phases, is shown. Above the case the celes- 
tial globe revolves in stellar time, and in 
its equator the miniature image of the sun 
moves in mean time. On the meridian 
ring, crowning the whole, is a statue of 
Janus, figurative of past and future. 

The entire work is decorated with a 
lavish hand. About the foot there runs a 
repoussé silver relief frieze, with the rep- 
resentations of the 12 months. In the cor- 
ners, about the planetary and calendar 
dials, are representations of the yearly and 
daily seasons, science and war, commerce 
and industry in strong relief, The arms 
of the electoral house of Saxony in bold 
enamel work are distributed throughout 
the whole, The princely owner is an- 
nounced in the inscription in bold charac- 
ters on the upper frieze: “Augustus, by 
the grace of God, Duke of Saxony, arch- 
marshal and elector of the Holy Roman 
Empire.’ The almost excessively elaborate 
ornament of this aristocratic work, which is 
52 inches high, finishes, for the benefit of 
the striking effect of the bells in the hollow 
below the stellar globe, in perforated ara- 
besque work. Only the finely trained hand 
of a master of the highest culture in deco- 
rative art could have produced such ex- 
cellence. It is a pity that we are ignorant 
of the name of this famous renaissance 
goldsmith. 


To describe the clock work in detail at 
present would take us beyond the limits of 
this article. A maze of wheels and moving 
parts gives life to the whole. It embodies 
a going works and the striking works for 
quarters and hours as separate movements. 
They are equipped with barrels and fusees, 
with catgut strings. A glimpse at the 
transmission works of the perpetual calen- 
dar above and of the moon’s course below 
is afforded in Fig. 1. The going works has 
a hook escapement, with short pendulum. 
It is still a disputed question whether Jost 
Byrgi did not employ the pendulum as an

escapement regulator before Galileo and 
Huyghens. He certainly improved the regu- 
lating principle of the observation clocks 
of Landgraf William IV. The assistant in 
the. astronomical works of William IV., 
the mathematician Christoph Rothmann, in 
the introduction, written about 1586, to the 
star directory of the Landgraf, says that 
there was used in Cassel a second clock 
in which the libramentum, or the escape,

was not operated by the ordinary (verge) 
movement, but in an entirely special and 


newly discovered manner, so that each 
movement constituted a full second.* What 
the nature of this new libramentum was

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here described that could give rise to the 
inference that it had been changed later, 
the supposition that it was equipped with 
a pendulum, and that we had therefore to 
deal with a pendulum before Huyghens’ 
time, has some foundation. 

The mechanism is still in a good state 
of preservation and going, to which several 
cleanings, carefully undertaken in the 
course of the centuries, have doubtless ma- 
terially contributed. The frame of the 
works bears the trade-mark of Buchers, 
an H.B. in a shield. People are readily 
inclined to underestimate such a work with- 
out regard to the period. But we must 
consider that the visual equipment of the 
astronomer of those days was very incom- 
plete. The only instruments were fitted only 
with dioptrics; the telescope was not dis- 
covered until the beginning of the 17th 
century. We may therefore readily sup- 
pose that the results of such artificial celes 
tial courses were quite sufficient for his 
purposes, and in the then prevailing status 
of arithmetic saved him many difficult cal- 
culations. For the development of clock- 
making, however, they were of the greatest 
importance; they were the non plus ultra 
(the uttermost limit) of the art, and re- 
quired the highest of knowledge and skill. 


Points for Young Watchmakers. 


UBY pins, the so-called jewels which 
unlock the lever escapement and by 
means of which the balance receives its 
impulse from the pallets, are made _ in 
many different shapes—round, oval, round 
with the front flattened, and triangular 
with one flat side to the front. The object 
of the front side being flattened is, of 
course, that after the ruby pin has accom- 
panied the notch of the fork through the 
proper rolled angle, it should be able to 
clear the corners of the watch at 
without requiring the fork to move on 
some considerable distance further to en- 
able it to clear. 

Whenever the pin has a flat side, that 
should be at right angles to the line of 
centers, or directly across the imaginary 
straight line which would through 
the center of the balance staff, ruby pin, 
rather hollow, ete., to the pallet arbor. 
When an oval pin is used, the line of its 
greatest width shall be at right angles to 
the line of centers. 

If you have no flat-sided jewels, you 
can easily grind off an ordinary round or 
oval pin, by means of diamond laps, either 
in the lathe or on the bench. Take a small 
cork, wet it with the tongue, and press 
down upon your jewel, which will be held 
by the cork. Then press the cork and 
iewel against your lap, if in the lathe, hold- 
ing the cork in such a position that as the 
lap revolves it grinds the pin nearly in 
line with its length, not crosswise, as that 
would be likely to cause the pin to roll 
over more or less and ruin its shape. 

Occasionally examine to see if it is 
ground enough, rubbing the cork on a piece 
of white paper to clean the jewel, which 
should have one-fourth to one-third of its 
thickness removed. When this is so, take 
it off the cork, roll it in the fingers to 
clean the powder’ off thoroughly, then lay 
it on the bench, with the flat side down, 


once, 


pass 
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stick it to another cork, and grind on an- 
other lap charged with fine diamond dust 
and oil for polishing. Always keep the 
cork pressed against the lap till the lathe 
is entirely stopped; then slide it off side- 
ways, to prevent the jewel falling off. Also 
keep moving the cork about while grinding 
or polishing to prevent scratches or grooves 
forming, instead of a smooth polished sur- 
face. 

In grinding and polishing by hand, place 
your giass plates, or whatever you 
use for the purpose, on the bench and rub 
the corks on them in the direction of the 
length of the pin, as before, until a flat 
surtace is obtained; then rub in long oval 
sweeps, changing the direction constantly. 
Lse two grades of diamond dust, keeping 
the coarser trom mixing with the finer, as 
that would destroy the value of the latter 
for polishing; one single grain of the 
former mixed in would make it impossible 
to get a good polish. Examine occasionally, 
etc., as directed with the lathe laps. 


laps, 


kor the instruction of novices it might 
not be out ot piace to inform them that 
the different grades of diamond powder, 
carefully wrapped up, can be obtained 
from the more reliable watch material deal- 
ers. For polish.ng garnets, a good quality 
of diamantine, such as is used for polish- 
ing steel, may be used in the same manner 
as real diamond powder. 

In cementing flattened pins in the roller, 
it is a good idea to fit a brass plug into 
the hole to hold the ruby until in place, 
then adjust its position properly, and run 
in the shellac to hold all firmly. The plug 
should, of course, only be long enough to 
reach through the roller, not projecting any 
above the surface on the face of the roller 
wheel which is next to the lever fork. It 
may project slightly on the reverse side 
if it does not interfere with any other part, 
but should never be left long, as it would 
affect the poise of the balance. The above 
method of fastening the pin is also good 
ior the ordinary shapes whenever they do 
not fit their holes snugly. 

The ruby pin should in all cases be per- 
fectly vertical in every direction, i.¢., ver- 
tical with the balance axis, and its breadth 
at its widest part equal to one-third the 
distance between two teeth of the es- 
wheel, or in most watches, with 15- 
tooth wheels, 8° ;measured from the es- 
cape wheel circle. This rule is for the 
Swiss levers. English and American levers 
use narrower pins, but in either case the 
pin should be 1° narrower than the notch 
in the lever fork on the side of the wheel 
at the extreme points of the teeth, to give 
necessary freedom. This 1° is measured 
from the center of the pallet arbor to the 
notch, making the notch 1%° wider than 
the pin. 

The banking pins, or banking fixture. 
when pins are not used, should be parallel 
through the limits of their contact with the 
fork, as governed by the end shake; other- 
wise they would allow a different amount 
ot play in different positions of the watch, 
perhaps altogether too much, with one side 
up and with the other side up, confining the 
fork so closely, as to cause the guard pin 
to rub on the roller edge. The proper 
amount of play for the guard pin between 
the banks and the roller edge is 144°, meas-

ured from ihe center of the pallet arbor 
See that the play is enough to keep the 
guard pin from rubbing when the watch 
is held so that the balance falls toward the 
fork, whenever the balance pivots are small 
for their holes, and so that the play is 
equal on each side of the roller.

Revolving Clock Dial.

study of the science of advertising, its laws 
and their operation will help the salesman. 

Both the salesman and the advertising 
man should understand business in its de- 
tail as well as the broad principles in- 
volved, The tendency to specialize too 
highly is a great weakness among salesmen

the principles involved or the development 
of either salesmanship or advertising in a 
systematic manner. I intend to make some 
random comment, showing how closely ad- 
vertising and salesmanship are related, and 
add some general thoughts on the subject. 
APPEARANCE COUNTS FOR MUCH. 

For instance, some colors please, others 
repel, in advertising, and neat clothes and 
a clean and fresh appearance please, while 
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No. 7. 
loud and careless dress and manners repel 
in salesmanship. 
Good typography and art help an adver- 
tisement to secure the best result by com- 
pelling attention. Good clothes and a well 


balanced appearance help the salesman se- 
cure attention and influence the customer 
to decide favorably. 

No man’s mind can be neutral. It’s al- 
ways for or against what is presented to it. 
In both reading an advertisement or listen- 
ing to a salesman the prospective customer 
is on the defensive. Many experiences in 
the past have proved that all goods are not 
right or necessary to him, even though they 
are advertised or presented by a salesman. 

THE MOTOR PRINCIPLE. 

There is, as you know, the motor prin- 
ciple involved in all suggestions on the 
mind of the chap receiving the printed or 
spoken word. If you can start the motor 
in your direction, you get results. The 
well balanced advertisement or spoken 
sales talk can start the motor before judg- 
ment can interfere. 

That is why, as individuals, we buy a lot 
of fool things or things we do not need. 
Our mental motor was started and we 
acted before our judgment reversed it. 

This suggests the fact that a man’s home 
tells you how his mind operates, his dis- 
position, position and viewpoint. If his 
home is full of a miscellaneous assortment 
of things that he doesn’t really need, but 
bought because of clever advertising or 
selling on someone’s part, it shows that he 
or his family is a good consumer. 

This,type of man to the advertising man 

and the salesman is usually the “ideal.” 
This is an error, for the “ideal customer” 
should be the chap who sticks and repeats, 
and that as a result of buying after his 
judgment decides in favor of the purchase 
and then through receiving satisfaction 
from the goods purchased. 


AN IDEAL NECESSARY. 

In both advertising and selling it is well 
said that every institution should have an 
idea or ideal that it is working toward, 
and then the product, its management, its 
salesmen and its advertising should at all 
times present the institution at its best. 

This ideal should be based on giving 
full value, good service and building every- 
thing at its best, neglecting no detail. This 
brings the whole institution into full sym- 
pathy with the conclusion laid down in 
business philosophy—that you must work 
in accord with the law of harmony and the 
law of mutual benefit to succeed. 

If everything creates the right impres- 
sion, from the merit of the product to the 
conduct and appearance of the business, it 
means a lasting, favorable impression on 
the customer’s mind and builds a perma- 
nent trade. 

INSPIRING CONFIDENCE IS VITAL 

in advertising and salesmanship. Every in- 
dividual and every ad. must ring true. It 
is always worth repeating that honesty is 
the basis of confidence and it is only by 
having an honest purpose behind the writ- 
ten or spoken word that confidence in this 
policy can be maintained. 

Every advertising campaign, every selling 
campaign, must be conducted on the theory 
that it takes time to accomplish big results 
and it pays to build slowly and carefully, 
so as to avoid lost motion through hurry- 
ing or doing things in a slack manner, 
with the idea that it means action, when in 
reality it creates difficulty by building a 
foundation for lost motion. 
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THE LAWS OF SALE ARE THE SAME 
in both advertising and salesmanship. The 
written and spoken words in selling must 
be so arranged that they will logically se- 
cure— 

First, the attention of the prospective 
customer. 

Second, to create an interest in what you 
have to sell. 

Third, to inspire a desire on the part of 
the customer to possess; and, 

Fourth, to bring about a resolve to pur- 
chase. 
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Advertisements and salesmen are judged 
by their surroundings or associations as 
well as by appearance. An advertisement 
in a reliable medium is more valuab!e than 
one in an unreliable medium. 

A salesman likewise with a responsible 
firm has an advantage and is assumed by 
the prospective customer to be _ honest, 
while an honest salesman representing a 
firm of unreliable reputation will soon find 
he is considered to be unreliable by the 
trade on account of being associated with 
an unreliable firm. 

A clean, healthy appearing salesman has 
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the same effect on the mind as the clean 
impression of an advertisement on good 
finished paper has on the eye. 








Advertising done right is paying busi- 
ness. It is an investment, not an expense. 

A good advertisement sells goods to- 
day, and makes a good reputation for to- 
morrow. 

Every ad. should strengthen the posi- 
tion of the advertiser—reputation, Other- 
wise a part of the appropriation is wasted.

ym issue of Sept. 21.) 
a policy is more to hold 
trade than to get it. People are likely 
sooner or later, to try a store which has 
a known bad policy, but they are not likely 
to come back to try that store a second 
time. It should be a matter of the store's 
policy to try hard to please the people who 
are hardest to please and never to rub 
them the wrong way. The cranky and 
finicky customers, when they ARE suited, 
are the best kind of customers a store can 
have in the matter of the advertising they 
will do for the business. 

Some stores make it a rule never to cash 
checks for their customers. Most stores 
do cash them where they are acquainted 
with the parties, and find that it pays to 
be thus accommodating. 

It is probably wise to rule that no checks 
be cashed except under the supervision of 
the manager of the store. This makes it 
possible for clerks to avoid taking up paper 
without a knowledge of the parties con- 
cerned, and it relieves them of personal 
responsibility in the matter. There are 
many times when there is no advantage 
in a store cashing a check. This is true 
in the instance of strangers in town who 
need money when the bank is closed. The 
only thing one gets in cashing their checks 
is a chance of losing. It pays to cash 
checks for customers, but it does not pay 
to cash them for people who are not in a 
position to produce any revenue for the 
store. 

Another matter of policy in the handling 
of cash refers to changing money as an 
accommodation and to carrying enough 
change to do business with. Of course, 
big stores have plenty of currency on hand 
for all purposes, but many a small dealer 
keeps his cash so low that he cannot change 
the $10 bill offered by the customer with- 
out going out after change, and he is never 
in a position to make change as a mere 
matter of accommodation. 

It is aggravating to be bothered time and 
again with requests to “bust a five,” but I 
believe that it. pays the smaller dealer to 
make it a point in his policy to have 
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enough change on hand to accommodate 
people who want the accommodation as 
well as to make change when making sales. 

One important thing in this connection is 
the matter of politeness, and the store that 
cannot change a bill as a matter of accom- 
modation, and do it in a way that will 
make a friend for the store, or increase 
the friendship of a customer, might as well 
not make the effort, for to do kindness 
grudgingly is to do no kindness at all. 

No store but needs friends. Friends are 
what make a store succeed, and friends 


are mainly gained by the little extra cour- 


tesies rather than by the mere dollar for 
dollar value. In connection with the store 
telephone there is a matter of policy that 
is rather important. This policy embraces 
all features of the ’phone’s use, from the 
receiving of orders to that of lending it 
for a few minutes to a visitor. 

In some stores you are not allowed to 
use the telephone at all, and that is better 
than to allow its use with a grudging as- 
sent. In some stores they do not seem 
to want any telephone orders, if one is to 
judge by the treatment one gets over the 
wire: “Hello; is this Brown’s?” “Yes; 
what d’ y’ want?” 

No courtesy in the words and none in 
the intonation. A verbal snap-off of the 
inquirer’s head. 

If possible, the telephone should be an- 
swered by some one who has a reasonably 
pleasant speaking voice and a civil manner. 
There should be just a little more courtesy 
over the telephone than there is right over 
the counter, just as one must use more 
care transmitting business by letter. Tele- 
phone orders may be made an important 
part of one’s business if tried for and 
treated right. Or that part of the business 
may be carried to failure, weighed down 
by carelessness. 

In some stores the disposal of what 
might be called in any line “remnants” is 
attended with uncertain methods. It is also 
attended sometimes with results that are 
anything but satisfactory to the customer. 
In a store the writer knows of nothing was 
ever sold for less than the regular price, 
no matter how little was left in stock 
or whether the line was to be discontinued 





or not. There was no such thing as a 
“remnant.” Everything was good _ stock 
until it brought the marked figure. 

If a customer went in and wanted a cer- 
tain amount of some kind of stock, and 
only a third of that amount was on hand 
he would be urged to take that amount and 
pay the full price for it. He might do it, 
but he would regard the store and manage- 
ment as mighty close, and he would be 
about right. In matters like this there 
must be latitude of judgment allowed the 
salesman that will obviate the possibility 
of getting the store a reputation for stin- 
giness, 

No stingy store ever became popular, 
and it is perhaps scarcely too much to say 
that no stingy store ever became a large 
success. Stinginess is a quality with which 
people have no patience, whether they meet 
it in business or elsewhere. The generous 
policy in all branches of management is 
the only winning policy. It is sometimes 
the cause of a little additional expense, and 


‘it may come hard on the man who hates to 


part with money, but it is more expensive 
to be stingy than it can ever be to be gen- 
erous. 

To most merchants there comes a time 
occasionally when it is necessary to decide 
whether to combine with competitors to 
uphold certain prices. There is too much 
tendency to chop prices down and not 
enough to elevate them, so that it seems 
wise to take advantage of most opportu- 
nities to increase profits. Still, there are 
exceptions. 

You may be getting a certain line of 
trade by shading a price on some kind of 
goods. There may be no competitor who 
would get nine-tenths of this trade if you 
all asked the same price. Your location 
may be such that you must make an in- 
ducement to people to get them to come 
to your store. There may be a line of 
goods that you can buy more cheaply than 
the other fellows can buy them, and by 
buying in this way and giving the public 
the benefit of the lower cost you may be 
getting under the belt of the competitors 
Can you afford to lose this advantage? 
The advantages of higher prices are ob 
vious, but the disadvantages are equall; 
obvious and should be well considered be 
fore entering into any agreement to youl 
own detriment. 

As a rule, and the rule has few excep 
tions, the even price all over town result 
to the advantage of the stores that hav: 
the best location. The people trade here 
or there or somewhere else because there 
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Storekeeping Department. 








s an inducement of some sort, a reason 
for their doing so. Be careful about re- 
moving any of the reasons for people trad- 
ing with you. 

Do you deliver goods? . Do you do it 
because you have to do so or because you 
onsider it good policy? If you are willing 
to do it, do it whenever people ask it. 
Make it a point to deliver to every one in 
town with equal grace. Go out of your 
way to accommodate as many people in 
this way as you can. When people come 
in loaded down with purchases made in 
ther stores, and buy other things from 
you, offer to deliver the whole lot. Make 
your delivering a part of the business that 
you can do cheerfully, and if you can’t do 
it cheerfully don’t do it at all. No one 
wants to be the recipient of anything that 
can be construed as a begrudged favor. 
Nowadays the public expect to have their 
purchases delivered to their doors. What- 
ever you have to sell it will pay you to 
deliver it, and if it is possible to figure out 
a basis upon which you can deliver out-of- 
town purchases, that will pay, too. The 
price “at your door” makes it plain what 
the entire cost of owning the goods will be. 
The small store in competition with a 
department store finds it practically a ne- 
cessity to deliver, because the bigger neigh- 
bor does it, and it cannot compete except 
upon even terms. It may be that delivery 
costs more than the small dealer can pay. 
Then let him make a virtue of necessity 
and give a little better price, or a non-de- 
livery rebate check, which will make it an 
object for people to take their goods home. 
Policy in this direction, as in all others, 

must be made to fit the locality. Different 
localities require different policies. The 
methods that will make good in Medicine 
Hat will not suit the people of Tuscaloosa, 
and vice versa. The manager of a store, 
before changing a policy or before adopt- 
ing one, should consider well the class of 
trade he is after and the manner of com- 
munity in which he is doing business. This 
condition makes it rather hard for a man 
to start a store in another town and fit 
himself and his business to the needs of 
that locality at once. 

They say that no one should buy real 
estate as an investment in a place until 
he has lived in its vicinity for at least 10 
years. On the same principle, no man can 
really consider that he is safe in buying 
a business in a totally unknown town just 
because the business itself is a profitable 
one. Under the direction of a man unfa- 
miliar with the town and its requirements 
the same store might go down.

To be sure, there are some trade papers 
which are, let us say, second rate. But 
where you will find one journal in this 
class, you will find a dozen or more worthy 
of a careful reading by the “busiest man in 
office.” Some mingle on the sunny side of 
the world to divulge information, while 
others give facts and figures to keep the 
reader abreast of the times. I do not be- 
lieve there is any trade or occupation that 
has not its trade journal; one would be 
surprised at the number were he to see a 
complete list. 

Some business men get more value—cold 
dollars and cents value—out of their trade 
journals than others do; and this is worth 
remembering, for if one reads his journals 
in a careless manner he cannot expect to 
derive the same benefit as the man who 
takes enough interest in them to read care- 
fully, thoughtfully and systematically.

of Venus. As a symbol of conjugal fidelity 
the device of.two turtle doves was adopted 
by Giovanna de Medici.”—Mollett.

Gregory (the Pope) in art is represented 
with a dove at his ear, or over his head, as 
an attribute. His renowned homilies, leg- 
end states, were dictated to him by the Holy 
Ghost in form of a dove sitting on his 
shoulder. 

An early ecclesiastical ornament consisted 
of a dove. It was used to contain the pyx 
with the blessed Sacrament and was sus- 
pended above the altar. Very few are ex 
tant. This form is also known as the 
peristerium, from the Greek peristeirion—a 
dove-cote. “In Germany three such peris- 
teria are known—those in the cathedrals of 
Salzburg and Erfurt and in the church of 
the monastery of G6ttweih.”—Libke. 

DraGeorr (Fr.). . A vessel of the Middle

St. Theodore is represented in armor, 
trampling the dragon. St. Margaret (of

the Bible) is sometimes represented as tread- 
ing on a dragon, an attribute gained from 
the legend that the Governor of Antioch 
threw her to be devoured by a dragon. St. 
Martha (patroness of cooks and house- 
wives) has often a dragon bound at her 
feet, for legend says she overcame a dragon 
with a sprinkling of holy water at Prov- 
ence, bound it with her girdle and killed it. 

The Chinese dragon (lung) is the chief 
of the four fabulous beasts appearing in the 
decoration of the Celestial Empire. “There 
are three dragons—the /ung in the sky, the 
li in the sea and the kiau in the marshes. 
The first is the only authentic species, ac- 
cording to the Chinese. It has the head of 
a camel, the horns of a deer, the eyes of a 
rabbit, ears of a cow, neck of a snake, 
belly of a frog, scales of a carp, claws of a 
hawk and palm of a tiger. On each side 
of the mouth are whiskers, and its beard 
contains a bright pearl. The breath is some- 
times changed into water and sometimes 
into fire, and its voice is like the jingling 
of copper pans. The dragon of the sea 
occasionally ascends in waterspouts, and is 
the ruler of all oceanic phenomena. The 
dragon is worshipped and feared by Chi 
nese fishermen, and the superstition of all 
classes towards it is probably a modified 
relic of the widespread serpent worship of 
ancient times.”—Williams According to 
Mayer, there are four Jungs (dragons). 
“1, The Celestial Dragon, which guards the 
mansions of the gods and supports them so 
that thev do not fall. 2. The Spiritual 
Dragor. which causes the winds to blow 
and produces rain fer the benefit of man- 
kind. 3. The Dragon of the Earth, that 
marks out the courses of rivers and streams 
4. The Dragon of the Hidden Treasures, 
which watches over the wealth concealed 
from mortals. There are few variation: 
of form and many of colour. The horns

may be wanting, the body may become 
wholly serpentine or may be exchanged for 
that of a winged fish, and the head may 
become shortened and lose its primitive 
character.”—Mayer. “The colours vary ac- 
cording to the taste of the artist, but snow- 
white, yellow and blue are perhaps most 
frequently seen, each shape having its own 
symbolical meaning. The dragon is the em 


blem cf the Emperors, and the number of 
its claws marks the rank of the wearer; 
thus the impcrial Jung has five claws, and 
that of the princes of the third and fourth 
rank only four. On pieces of white Fu- 
chien porcelain a peculiar lizard-like dragon 
is often found without scales and with a 
bifid tail. It has a long head, sometimes 
horse-like and sometimes bearded Iike a 
man—this is a very old form taken from 
ancient bronzes.’—Monkhouse. All pot- 
tery, bronzes, etc., bearing the imperial five- 
clawed dragon as an ornament are forbid- 
den of possession of the common people. 

Japanese. “The dragon (rid or tatsu), 
borrowed no doubt from the Chinese, may 
be seen among clouds, or rising from the 
stormy waves of the ocean; it has not, how- 
ever, the same imperial signification that it 
bears in China.’"—Franks. It has the power 
of rendering itself invisible, also of in- 
creasing its size till the universe is covered 
with its presence, or it may shrink to silk- 
worm dimensions. Often the perfect crys- 
tal ball o* the mythology is found within 
the grasp of a claw. The Japanese dragon 
has only three claws, and often its right 
c'aw holds a pearl. 

The Persian dragon has cloven hoofs. 

DRESDEN-CHINA is a term quite common- 
ly used for the porcelain ware produced at 
the Meissen (Germany) factory. It was 
termed by the French porcelaine de Saxe, 
and the earlver pieces were known as vieuwx 
Saxes, titles that were of quite common use 
in cultured circles and which are still seen 
at times. For history and description of 
the ware see Veissen. 

DrREYHAUSEN, near Coblenz. “The May- 
ence Museum possesses a large number of

jugs dug up in that locality. All are dark 
rcd clay, resembling that of the earliest 
pieces of Siegburg. By their shape they 
must also be connected with the last place. 
They are of the ballustre-type, and adorned 
with an unlimited number of handles, each 
carrying a mobile ring; when agitated, the 
rings, clinking against the side of the jug, 
give out a clear, lively sound, by which the 
drinker drew the host’s attention to the 
emp‘iness of his glass. Few collections are 
without a specimen of this ware, and Drey- 
hausen must have kept the specialty of 
their making for a very long time. Vary- 
ing only as to their size, they never depart 
from the same general notion (see cut). 
Many still retain their silver moun‘ings, the 
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workmanship often indicates the second half 
of the XVI. century, but they denote also 
in other cases a much less ancient period; 
indeed, judging from the style of these 
mounts, the dates seem to extend over two 
centuries.” —Solon.

A Superb Collection of Glasses. 


MONG the most recent acquisitions of 
the Germanic National Museum at 
Nuremberg is one which is above all calcu- 
lated to be, in a high degree, of interest to 
the glass industry. It consists in the pur- 
chase of the exceedingly valuable von 
Schwarz collection of glasses, for which, in 
consideration of the value and rarity of the 
{7 specimens of which it consists, the sum 
of 65,000 marks ($16,250) was paid. 

These glasses were for the most part col- 
lected between the 16th and the 18th cen- 
turies by members of the patrician family 
of Pfinzing, which became extinct in 1764. 
The artistic specimens may be considered 
as in the nature of a sample collection 
showing all the technical processes exer- 
cised with such great art and perfection 
during that period in the branch. 

In addition to the Nuremberg glass gob- 
lets, richly decorated with enamel, it in- 
cludes the most exquisitely cut or etched 
Bavarian, 3ohemian, Silesian, and, of 
course, some Venetian glasses. 

The most valuable piece in the collection 
is undoubtedly a glass flagon, with a highly 
artistic silver gilt mounting, bearing the 
mark of the most famous Nuremberg 
renaissance goldsmith, Wenzel Jamnitzer. 
The lid is surmounted by a silver lime tree, 
cold enameled in brown and green, which 
led to its being distinguished with the tra- 
ditional name of the “Little Lime Tree of 
Henfenfeld” (the castle of Henfenfeld was 
the place where the glasses were formerly 
kept). 

This costly creation of German industrial 
art was purchased by the city of Nurem- 
berg, on its own account, for 20,000 marks 
($5,000) to be transferred soon afterward to 
the Germanic Museum, for preservation in 
its collections. C. A. B.

ANSWER:—When acid has destroyed or 
changed the color of a garment, ammonia 
should be applied to neutralize its effects. 
An application of chloroform will restore 
the original color, unless completely eaten 
out by the acid. 

Question No. 2661—To Clean Alabas- 
ter.—How can J clean alabaster ornaments 
that have become shop worn? A. C. 

ANSWER:—The best method of cleaning 
alabaster is to immerse for some time in milk 
of lime and then wash in clean water. When 
dry, dust with a little French chalk. Milk 
of lime is made by mixing a little slacked 
lime in water. Benzole or oil of turpen- 
tine is also very good for restoring the 
alabaster. 

Question No. 2662.—Drilling Hole in 
want to drill a hole 
through a piece of broken emery wheel to 
fit the arbor of a polishing lathe. How can 
I do this? D.H. 

ANSWER :—An emery wheel may be drilled 
with a regular drill, running the latter 
slowly, about 20 revolutions per minute. 
Use water on the drill to prevent heating. 
To true up the wheel, use a diamond tool. 
Broken emery wheels may in this way be 
made into small, serviceable wheels. 

Question No. 2663.—Polishing Black 
Marble Clock.—How can we polish an old 
black marble clock? P. B. 

ANSWER :—To polish genuine black marble 
clocks try the following: Linseed oil, 4 
ozs.; elemi, % 02z.; 2 








methylated opirit, 2 
ozs.; turpentine, 5 ozs.; acetic acid, 4% oz. 
Dissolve the elemi in the 
methylated spirit and strain. Mix with the 
oils and add the aqueous fluids. Apply 
some of this to a cloth and polish the clock 
with it. 

Question No. 2664—Tin Solders.— 
Please give me a formula for making soft 
solder suitable for jewelry repairs. T.S. 

ANSWER:—There are many _ different 
kinds of tin so!der that are handy for all 
kinds of soft soldering. What is known 
as half-and-half is very good, if the bars 
are melted down and then drawn into thin 
rods. Another which will set better con- 
sists of 16 ozs. of tin to 11 ozs. of lead. 
Pure tin, drawn into thin rods, is a good 
solder for brass jewelry. It is very strong, 
but does not flow as easily as solder which 
has some lead in it. For a flux the chloride 
of zine or glycerine and muriatic acid are 
good.

ANSWER:—A very good preparation for 
marking glass and porcelain is made by dis- 
solving some good Trinidad asphalt in tur- 
pentine, or in a volatile oil, such as oil of 
cloves. Use this for the marking and, when 
dry, nething in the way of chemicals will 
affect it. Faber a'so manufactures a pencil 
which is much used in chemical laboratories 
for writing on glass and porcelain vessels. 
It writes easily, especially if the glass or 
porcelain is slightly warmed.

Days.—|Vill you kindly explain to me wily

ANSWER :—For an answer we have to go 
back to the time of the Romans. The Ro- 
man year consisted of 10 months. Numa, 
713 B. C., added the months of January 
and February. The Roman year com- 
menced on the first of March, and February 
was the last month of the year. It is not 
much more than 300 years since the com- 
mencement of the year was fixed at the first 
of January. Julius Caesar, as a monument 
for perpetuating his fame, consented to 
give his name to the fifth month of the 
year, July. His successor, Augustus, not 
to be outdone, gave his name to the suc- 
ceeding month, August. Not wishing to 
have this month shorter than that of Caesar 
he gave to the month 31 days, taking the 
additional day from February, which was 
already the shortest month of the year. 
So February has since consisted of 28 days, 
except on the leap year, since established. 


Japanese and Chinese Lacquers. 


(From the Brass World.) 
CCORDING to a Japanese periodical, 
both the Chinese and Japanese lac- 
quers are obtained from the juice of a tree 
indigenous to China and which in early 

times was introduced into Japan. 

Chinese Lacquer—The tree, which is 
abundant in Central China, grows wild and 
is cultivated altitudes of 3,000 to 7,500 
feet, the owners of the land claiming the 
varnish produced by it. The tree is tapped 

June or early July, arid the exuding 
grayish-white juice collected in shells, bam- 
boo tubes, etc., and protected from oxida- 
tion by being covered with oiled paper, The 
tapping is repeated seven times at in‘ervals 
of about seven days, and the tree is then 
left from five to seven years to recover. In 
addition to that used locally, large quanti- 
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ties of ‘he varnish are exported, principally 
to Japan. Adulteration of the varnish with 
tung-oil is of frequent occurrence. In 1908, 
2,479,792 Ibs. of the varnish at a value of 
about $725,000 were exported. 

Japanese Lacquer—The lacquer tree 
grows abundantly all over Japan and is 
cul ivated largely in the districts north of 
Tokio. The tree is usually tapped when 
10 years old, the process being renewed at 
intervals from June to October. Each col- 
lector taps from 600 to 800 large trees or 
1,000 small trees during the season, the 
amount of crude varnish yielded by each 
tree ranging from 27 to 54 grams. As a 
rule the tree is left for future yield of var- 
nish, but in some cases it is cut down and 
the branches made into bundles, soaked for 
10 to 20 days in water, and then tapped by 
spiral incisions in the bark. 

The varnish thus obtained is of inferior 
quality, and is used for ground work and 
cheap articles. The raw varnish, known as 
kiurushi, is packed in wooden tubs, and is 
protected from oxidation by layers of oiled 
paper. Before use it is strained from par- 
ticles of dirt, bark, etc., and allowed to 
stand in wooden tubs, when the inferior 
quality sinks to the bottom, leaving the 
thinner and finer qualities on the surface, 
whence they are decanted. The varnish is 
pressed through cotton or hemp cloths and 
is then ready for use as a priming or 
ground work, 

Finer qualities are prepared by exposing 
the better grades of raw varnish, in shal- 
low wooden pans, to the action of the sun 
or gently heating and stirring them’ over a 
fire. This causes the varnish to become 
dark brown in color and of the consistency 
of syrup. The product thus obtained is 
used for finishing, over coats of colored 
lacquer. Addition of pigments is made 
during the stirring and exposure to the sun, 
the best black lacquer being obtained by the 
introduction of an iron salt. Cheaper black 
lacquers consist of an inferior grade of raw 
lacquer mixed with the drying oil from 
perilla seeds. 

The so-called “pear ground” lacquer, 
which is used with gold dust, is obtained 
by the addition of gamboge, while an in- 
ferior one is prepared by the addition of 
perilla oil, plum juice or the yellow extract 
of the fruit of Gardenia florida. 

Red: lacquers contain cinnabar or red ox- 
ide of iron, and yellow contain orpiment. 
Brown preparations are made by mixing 
red and black lacquers, while green lac- 
quers are obtained by adding indigo to the 
yellow product. Various metallic powders, 
and frequently charcoal are also incorpor- 
ated with the’ lacquers. 

The lacquer hardens only in a moist at- 
mosphere and remains “tacky” when ex- 
posed to sunlight or heat. In drying, there 
is an absorption of 57.5 per cent. of oxy- 
gen. The only method of thinning em- 
ployed is by the addition of camphor. In 
preparing lacquered ware, the prepared 
wood is coated with successive layers of the 
inferior lacquer mixed with pottery dust or 
clay powder and rice paste, and after each 
coat has hardened in a moist chamber, it is 
rubbed down with standstone until a 
smooth, dull, grayish-black surface is ob 
tained, after which the article is decorated 
and finished with the colored lacquers.
